MAKING A WILL. 



A will should be made in the plainest lan- 
guage possible ; it must be written with ink on 
paper or parchment, and must be signed at the 
foot or end thereof by the testator (the person 
who makes the Will) or some other person, in 
his presence, and by his direction, and the 
testator must make or acknowledge such sig- 
nature in the presence of two or more wit- 
nesses, who must be present at the same time 
and attest and subscribe the Will in the 
testator's presence. A full attestation clause is 
given in the forms below, and its use in all 
cases will probably save a lot of trouble. 

The witnesses should not be in any way bene- 
ficially interested in the Will, as any beneficial 
gift, legacy or appointment by the Will to an 
attesting witness, or to the husband or wife of 
an attesting witness (except a charge for pay- 
ment of debts) is void. An executor or trustee 
appointed by a Will may, however, act as an 
attesting witness. 

A witness need not know the contents of the 
will, as the will may be so folded thut the sig- 
nature and Attestation Clause alone can be seen. 
FORMS OF WILLS. 

I. — LEAVING EVERYTHING TO A WIFE. 

This is the last Will and Testament of me 
(name) of (address and occupntion) 

. I give, devise, and bequeath 
all my real and personal estate and effects 
whatsoever, unto my dear wife for her own sole 
and separate use absolutely. And I appoint my

THE AGE OF TWENTY-ONE YEARS. 

THIS IS THE LAST WILL AND TESTA- 
MENT of me, A B , of (address 

and occupation). I appoint C D 

and E F , both of 

grocers (or as the case may be), hereinafter 
called " my trustees," to be the executors and 
trustees of this my Will, and I appoint my wife 
during her life and after her death my trustees 
to be the guardian and guardians of my infant 
children. I give, devise, and bequeath all my 
property unto my trustees in trust to convert 
into money the same or such part thereof as 
shall consist of money, and invest the pro- 
ceeds of such sale and conversion, together 
with such part of my estate as shall consist 
of money on mortgage of lands in Queensland 

(or , here set out any other form or 

forms of investment specially desired), with 
power to vary such investments at their dis- 
cretion, and to pay the income of the proceeds 
to my wife during her life and after her death 
to divide the surplus equally among all my 
children attaining the age of twenty-one years, 



or, being daughters, marrying under that age. 
And I empower my trustees to postpone the 
conversion of any part of my property for so 
long as they shall think fit, and direct that the 
income of the uncoverted property shall from 
the time of my death be applied in the same 
manner as the income of the proceeds thereof 
would have been applicable if the same had 
been converted.

In the event of a person wishing to make 
some alteration in his Will, it can be done by 
the addition thereto of what is known as a 
Codicil. 

A CODICIL TO A WILL. 
A Codicil is to be made with the same regula- 
tions as the Will itself, and may be written 
thus : — 

This is a Codicil to my last Will and Testa- 
ment, bearing date the day of 
190 and which I direct to 
be taken as part thereof. I give, devise, and 
bequeath, &c. Here state alterations desired to 
be made in terms of the original Will or set out 
fresh dispositions of estate,). 

As witness my hand this 
day of 190 

Note. — Obliterations and alterations of any 
sort i» the Will ought, if possible, to be 
avoided ; when they have to be made, each one 
of them must be signed or initialled by the 
Testator and witnessed on the margin, or as 
near to the alteration as possible. 

It is also advisable for both the testator and 
the witnesses to subscribe their names at the 
foot of every sheet, where the will contains 
more than one sheet of paper. 

Note.— Marriage after making a Will renders 
the Will void, and necessitates another being 
made. 



NOTE PARTICULARLY.— It will be as 
well where professional assistance cannot be 
obtained to adhere as closely as possible to the 
above forms when adapted to your require- 
ments. In printed forms of Wills supplied by 
stationers a direction is almost invariably con- 
tained in the Will by the testator to pay all his 
just debts and funeral and testamentary 
expenses. The insertion of these words can 
have no beneficial effect and very often does 
irreparable harm to the family of the testator 
where his life is insured, as the courts hold that 
by the insertion of these words life-policy 
moneys are made available for payment of debts 
which by law they otherwise would not be in 
this State were these words omitted. 

MARRIAGE will render a Will executed 
before marriage void and a fresh Will must be 
executed after marriage.

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( Garden, Orchard, and Farm Calendar and Diary. 

JANUARY- i Tne Wank half of this page is intended for Notes, such as the sowing of seeds, the 

I blooming of plants, planting, and other garden operations. 

As this CaTenduFis written for the State generaUyTitT wilTTie necessary to remember that instructions 
cannot possibly be given that are adapted to all latitudes, and for variations in the usual weather • common- 
sense and judgment must be brought to bear upon the directions given, in order that success may result. 

Gabden — Vegetables. — Always keep unoccupied I 
land well broken up, and allow no weeds to im- 
poverish the soil. Summer vegetables — such as some 
varieties of beans, Chinese long and Fiji runners ; 
also Chinese spinach, sweet corn, ououmber, vege- 
table marrow, melon, and pumpkin — are in season. 
Only on the Downs — or in cool districts — can other 
vegetables be grown at this season; for during the 
hot weather it is waste of labour, time, and money 
to attempt to grow them. Plant sweet potatoes, 
and get land in readiness for cabbage and cauli- 
flower seeds to be sown in a month or six weeks' 
time, or sooner in colder districts. Cut herbs for drying. 

Flowers. — The same care and culture generally 
as for vegetables, with general attention to cleanli- 
ness ami appearance is the most to be done. Roses aiiud 
ornamental shrubs may be layered, and roses budded. 
Seeds of primula, cineraria, calceolaria, balsam, 
zinnia, coleus, amaranthus, cockscomb, and pansies, 
and other choice florists' flowers may now be sown 
in boxes or seed pans, but should be protected by 
glass or calico in the event of heavy rain. Plants, 
such as dahlias and ohrysanthemums of weakly and 
straggling growth, need keeping in trim with the 
knife, and securing to stakes. The dead or decayed 
leaves should be cut off. Preparations should be made 
for the Autumn sowing of annuals. — Among other 
! plants and shrubs flowering this month are -. Alla- 
manda, dahlia, Indian hawthorn, honeysuckle, 
can nil (Indian shotj, lagerstrseniia, and agapanthus. 

Bush-House or Shade Garden. — This should now 
be gay with coleus, caladiums, begonias, gloxinias, 
achimenes, and tydeas. Ferns may be planted and 
orchids fixed, provided weather be showery or water 
available. To grow ferns successfully the following 
conditions are requisite : — Plenty of moisture during 
the growing season; perfect drainage; shade not 
j too dense — excluding direct sunshine but freely ad- 
I mitting light — and suitable soil. The best soil is 
to be found in the bush under trees, or in or around 
old trees that have been partially destroyed by fire; 
the leaf mould, decayed vegetable matter, and the 
burnt wood or charcoal, being admirably adapted 
for fern culture and growth. 

Orchard. — Little can be done now, but matters of 
ordinary cultivation. Pine apples and bananas may 
be planted ; fruit trees of all kinds prevented from 
wasting their energies in the production of useless 
wood, by pinching out all the young shoots ; tropical 
fruits grown in pots may be planted out; and where 
mulch is available, it is of great advantage to cover 
the soil with a thin layer, as it prevents excessive 
evaporation and too great absorption of heat into 
the soil ; and, if not too freely used, is promotive of 
health, vigour, and productiveness generally to the 
trees and crop. Straw, grass (free from seed), leaves 
of all kinds, and straw manure form effective 
materials for mulching. 
Field. — Destroy weeds before they seed ; break 
I up land in preparation for future crops; sow small 
quantities of Cape barley, rye, and oats, for green 
fodder in the colder distriots, and maize for a late 
, crop in the central districts; but in the North, sow 
setaria germaniea, teosinte, imphee, and any of the 
tropical millets. Keep growing crops clean, but do 
not disturb the ground too deeply during the heat 
of summer.' 

Plantation. — In the sugar-cane field, cleansing and 
planting operations will still need careful and con- ; 
stant looking after, and may be attended to in the 
North from time to time, as weather and circum- 
stances permit or render neoessary. Arrowroot will 
now simply need ordinary cultivation, for promoting 
free growth and keeping down weeds. Coffee will 
' now be setting its berry, and if any means of apply- 
ing liquid manure are available, it could not be done 
at a better time. As a matter of course, the planta- 
tion of such should always be kept scrupulously 
clean, and either a broken surface kept to tne soil 
for the purpose of a mulch, or a light mulch (or 
covering) of some other material be provided. 
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Garden — Vegetables. — This should be an active 
month. Dig roughly all unoccupied beds whioh have 
been previously trenched, adding well decomposed 
manure, or fine bone dust, if other manure not 
I available. Transplant cabbages, Brussels sprouts, 
j cauliflower, celery, &c. Sow French beans, Brussels 
| sprouts, carrot, cauliflower, celery, mustard and 
cress, lettuce, radish, prickly spinach, endive, onion, 
; peas, parsnip and turnip. Mulch the melon and 
ououmber holes with a dressing of long stable 
manure ; shape the surface between the holes so as 
J to catch and hold water from thunder showers. In 
j very dry weather, when the cucumber plants appear 
, to suffer, give ten to twenty gallons of water in the 
evening to eaoh hole, so that they may be thorough- 
ly soaked, applying the water so that it may get I 
, into the soil where the roots are. French beans, &c, I 
i should be gone over daily, and gathered as soon as 
j they are ready. In the North, now is the best time 
I in the year for sowing sweet corn, but it is yet early 
! for the bulk of the vegetables mentioned above. 

Flowers. — Great activity must prevail now to 
j catch the season for a good floral display with such 
! plants as will not stand the heat. Most English 
annuals can be grown now and later on, that will 
not even germinate during the heat of summer. No 
i matter how excellent the seeds of mignonette, sweet 
pea, larkspur, and many other annuals indigenous to 
! a oool climate may be, they positively refuse to ger- 
minate while the soil heat is high, and many people 
waste time, patience, and means trying to effect the 
impossible, and blame the seedsman for their own 
mistake. Rich soil and a well prepared friable seed- 
bed, and if artificially shaded from sun and heat, so 
j much the better; and then seeds of phlox, pansies, 
! coreopsis, asters, cinerarias, daisies, and many other 
' floral gems and favourites, can be grown suocess- 
j fully, on the Downs especially, in South Queensland 
fairly, but in North Queensland only partially, and 
then by starting later on. Continue to bud and 
layer roses, and layer also any ohoice shrub whioh it 
is desirable to propagate. Keep the garden clean 
and neat. Withhold water from bulbous plants 
showing indications of going to rest. Abutilon, clero- 
dendron, coboea scandens, tecoma jasminoides, and 
other plants should now be in full bloom. 

BtrsH-HousE on Shade Garden. — In the event of 
the weather being seasonable, that is, frequent show- 
ers and sunshine, all plants will be making luxuriant 
; growth. Care should be taken to prevent the drop- 
j pings from the roof battens doing injury to tender 
j ferns and plants. 

Orchard. — Continue planting tropical trees from 
pots; and in the North, form plantations of pines 
and bananas. Plant out strawberries, in ground pre- 
viously prepared by being trenched and thoroughly 
manured, treading the surface very firmly before 
planting. Bud all stone fruit. Thin fruit on trees 
too heavily laden, and prop and secure all branches 
which are carrying a great weight of fruit. Oranges 
bearing heavily would be benefited by a top-dressing 
of some good special manure, or by liquid manure 
from cowsheds and urinals, or hen manure previously 
mixed or dissolved in water, diluted to a weak state 
and applied freely or during a heavy fall of rain. 
Superphosphate of lime freely mixed with wood ashes 
and lime is an excellent dressing to apply to an oran- 
gery in wet weather, when the trees are bearing 
heavily. Collect leaves or waste vegetable matter 
for leaf mould to be used when planting fruit trees 
during the approaching winter. 

Field.— Continue to prepare land, ploughing It 
deeply. Lucerne may be sown in clean, well-ploughed 
soil; drilling is recommended in place of sowing 
broadcast, so as to admit of hoeing. Vetches or 
tares, Cape barley, and sorghum should be sown for 
green food for stock. If sheltered, and in a warm 
position, 90-day maize may be sown. Early potatoes 
may be planted whole. Sulphate of lime or "super- 
phosphate" applied to the soil, greatly increases the 
health and productiveness of potatoes. Keep the 
land clean, and hill up maize. 
I Plantation. — Most of the instructions for last 
! month still hold good, except that planting cane in 

| the South is now risky. 
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Garden— Vegetables.— If previous instructions 
have been followed, the seed beds will be full of 
young plants, and there will be sufficient land well 
dug and manured ready to receive them. Plant out 
cabbages, cauliflowers, Brussels sprouts, celery, etc., 
in favourable weather, that is, just before rain 
(evening time is best), choosing the largest and 
finest plants. Keep the beds free from weeds by 
frequent and deep hoeing. Give asparagus beds a 
slight dressing of salt, and fork in plenty of decom- 
posed manure. Transplant eschalots. Sow English 
beans, French Deans, beet, carrot, mustard and cress, 
celery, lettuce, endive, leek, onion, peas, parsnip, 
parsley, radish, prickly spinach, turnip, couve 
tronchuda, savoys, and so forth. Divide herbs. 
Beds deeply trenched and well enriched with manure, 
should now be made for asparagus or rhubarb, either 
of which will thrive better, and be more readily 
and thoroughly prolific if never transplanted. 

Flowers.— Still follow up the plan of utilising the 
borders during winter and spring, with favourite 
annuals, by enriching the soil with decomposed 
manure or bone dust, and sowing the seeds or trans- 
planting the young plants in suitable weather. For 
a good display of pansies, asters and mimulus, sow- 
ing should not be later than this month. The 
further North one goes, the more does this apply. 
Chrysanthemums are now showing signs of buds, 
and where quality is desired, all side shoots and 
many of the buds should be pinched out. Prepaia- 

t turns should now be made also for a good bed for 
cuttings, by providing a patch of friable soil, and 

; some artificial shade for it, and through the winter, 
it would render much service for striking cuttings 

! of all choice plants, roses, shrubs, etc. This bed 
must not be in the vicinity or shade of large trees, 
and should be protected from westerly winds. 
Caladiums, gloxinias, and other bulbs should now 

t be very sparsely watered ; the pots can be placed 
on their sides as the plants or leaves die down. — 
Honeysuckle, many of the rose family, feather palm 
(cocos plumosa), antigonon, Japan lily, and the 
yucca (Adam's needle) flower during this morth. 

Bush-House or Shade Garden. — Now is a good 
time for forming one. Taste, ingenuity and skill are 
great adjuncts to success with these artificial aids to 
comfort and luxury. More individuality and less 
imitation brought to bear on these structures, would 
probably develop some new and valuable ideas. 
The real value of these structures is hardly realised 
yet, so an effort to make them of some more durable 
and permanent material would be a step in the 
right direction. They should never have any living 

( shade over them, nor yet anything growing near 
them like passion vines or greedy feeding shrubs or 
trees, or the soil within will be impoverished. 

Orchard. — Fruit trees or vines that have been 
sickly or unproductive during the season, should 
now be seen to, so that they may be manured, 
syringed, scrubbed, pruned, or grubbed out, as the 
case may demand. Plant out strawberries; it is ad- 
visable to use new ground as a strawberry bed. A 
spade should never be used in an orrhard or 
orangery, being likely to damage the roots of fruit 
trees. A fork is the proper implement. All land 
intended to be planted with fruit trees during the 
approaching season, should be trenched and manur- 
ed this month if not already done. All stiff and re- 
tentive soils should be carefully drained, at least six 
inches deeper than they are trenched, regardless of 
the inclination of the surface. 

Field. — Sow lucerne, clover, rye grass, prairie 
grass, oats, barley, wheat, vetches or tares, and 
sorghum. Sow main crops of potatoes in all the 
warmer districts of the State. Hoe early potatoes, 
gather maize as it ripens; cut tobacco leaves as they 
arrive at maturity. Sow mangolds, Swede turnips, 
and kohl rabi for winter food. In the North, maize, 
tobacco, setaria germanica. and teosinte may still 
be sown. 

Plantation. — In the North, great activity in 
planting will still continue, both with sugar-cane 
and tobacco, and where rhea cultivation is thought 
of, the time for breaking up and preparing land for 
the cuttings is now at hand. 
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Garden — Vegetables. — Directions for last month 
still hold good, and in the cooler districts of the far 
North this is tne best season for planting potatoes, 
and growing some of the leading winter vegetables, 
such as cabbage, lettuce, carrots, radishes, peas and 
kidney beans. Keep down weeds by continual hoe- 
ing. Divide and plant out pot herbs, giving water 
if requisite, until they are established. Plant out 
cabbages, cauliflowers, etc., in favorable, that is, 
showery weather. Sow English beans, mustard ana 
cress, lettuce, endive, leek, onions, peas, radish, etc., 
for succession. 

Flowers. — Many annuals should now be up strong- 
enough to handle, and judicious thinning is very 
important. One or two plants in each place is ample, 
for they will make as large and as floriferous a dis- 
play as fifty. Plants not wanted in any patch may 
be transplanted. Petunias and geraniums, and 
other hardy flowering and soft-wooded plants may 
be struck freely now, by putting cuttings in where 
they are to remain. The petunia strikes freely 
enough ckus, but sometimes does not again trans- 
plant well; this, therefore, should be borne nn mind. 
To rose outtings the same remarks apply. Some 
varieties— such as Marechal Neil— strike freely, but 
succumb on being disturbed ; the safe way of dealing 
with them, therefore, is to put the cuttings where 
they are to remain, of course, into some soil adapted 
for encouraging root growth. Those wishing to 
grow good asters or pansies, will find a shady border 
under a fence and an additional shading of boughs 
or calico of very great service. Violets want all the 
cold they can get in Queensland to flower freely. The 
transplanting of flowering shrubs and roses may now 
be attended to. Chrysanthemums should now be 
flowering freely, and may be greatly helped by the 
application of weak liquid manure about twice a 
week. — The climber or creeper known as Quisqualis, 
or Rangoon creeper, should now be in full bloom, 
and forming a most effective arbour decoration. Late 
planted dahlias, early chrysanthemums, and amaryl- 
lis, are also in flower. 

Bush-Hovse or Shade Garden— The shading 
must not be too dense now, or it will be destructive 
or weakening to plant life and especially to florife- 
rousness. Vacancies may at any time be filled, and 
taste and attractiveness displayed in furnishing suit- 
able variety of flowers in season. Much needed pro- 
pagation should now be attended to. For both 
ferns and orchids, a few clumps of peat will be 
found invaluable as a base for them to rest on. 

Orchard. — Where practicable, the transplanting 
of fruit trees can now be undertaken ; and, if done 
with care, with as much earth as possible round the 
roots, they will soon emit new roots, and be estab- 
lished in their positions before the final fall of the 
leaf. This applies especially to evergreen fruit trees, 
such as lemons, oranges, mangoes, loquats, olives, 
tamarinds, etc. In transplanting take care that a 
sufficiently large hole is dug, to allow of the roots 
having ample room ; if any of the roots have been 
bruised or broken in the moving, let the damaged 
portions be cut off cleanly with a sharp knife ; do 
not set the transplanted shrub or tree any lower in 
the new ground than in its original place. For some 
days it is well to shade it, either by matting on 
stioks, a bush, a bough, or any other contrivance 
that may answer the desired purpose. Water should 
also be freely applied when the tree is planted, to 
settle it in its new position, and only at occasional 
intervals afterwards, when dry weather prevails. 
Prop up bananas whioh have heavy bunches of fruit. 

Field. — Sow vetches, lucerne, wheat, barley, oats, 
mangold and Swede turnips. Gather sorghum and 
imphee as they ripen, or the birds will either con- 
sume or scatter the seed. Plough land for future 
crops Cut and house tobacco as soon as it arrives 
at maturity. 

Plantation. — In the South, the work consists in 
getting ready for garnering and manufacturing 
arrowroot or sugar; in the North, cane planting or 
setting out tobacco may still proceed if the weather 
be showery. Coffee planting may be attended to in 
the North, also at any time that soil moisture shows 
it to be advisable 
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Garden — Vegetables. — Transplant onions, garlic, 
< eschalots, rhubarb, &o. Sow lettuoe, endive, leek, 
! onion, peas, radish, mustard and cress, oabbage, 

turnip, carrot, parsley, and pot herbs. Prepare beds 

intended for asparagus, choosing the best soil the 

garden affords, and the ground must be dug deep 
\ and most plentifully manured. Rhubarb may be 

planted also, in deep-dug, well-manured beds. The 

onion crop sometimes suffers severely from the 

ravages of a green grub, which is in some soils in 

large numbers. Land intended for this crop should 

be previously examined for these pests, and, if pos- 
sible, receive a dressing of soot, which would be a 

valuable manure for the onions. In the tropical 

North, only a few things which mature rapidly — say 

in a few weeks, or at most two or three months — are 

worm trying; eschalots, lettuoe, radishes, oabbage, 

turnips, and carrots, of those above mentioned, and 

sweet corn, kidney beans, and English or sweet 

potatoes being also serviceable. 

Flowers. — The seeds of hardy English annuals may 
still be sown, but the results from those put in now 
will not be equal to others sown months earlier. Con- 
tinue planting roses and flowering shrubs, and attend 
to all needful pruning, putting in the outtings in the 
outting beds before mentioned, prepared for propa- 
gation purposes. Plant all spring flowering bulbs and 
tubers, and mark the plaoe sufficiently, and in the 
case of^gladioli, with a stake suitable for the plants 
to be tied up to. Plant hedges of Duranta or the 
African box thorn j the former will do in cuttings, 
and should be planted thickly ; the latter in seed. — 
The poinsettia pulcherrima should now be showing 
its brilliant bracts; the hibiscus is also in flower. 
Camellias are now in full bud or bursting into 
bloom; they should be watered freely to prevent 
dropping of the buds. 

BusH-Hor.sE or Shade Garden. — If this retreat 
has been seasonably attended to, it will now be gay 
with such flowering plants as fuchsias, begonias, 
pansies, and other favorites, and oinerarias and prim- 
ulas will be ready to do their best presently. All 
watering at the roots with liquid manure, not at all 
strong — weak, but often is the rule; much harm is 
frequently done by using liquid too strong. Gradu- 
ally withhold water as the weather becomes oolder, in 
order to allow the plants, ferns especially, to rest. 
Orchard. — Transplant fruit trees and evergreen 

shrubs ; do not plant too deep ; put fine mould 

i inong the roots, making it firm with the foot, and 

using water copiously afterwards to settle the soil 

among the roots, unless the soil is wet. Transplant 

strawberries into soil enriohed with leaf mould or 

well decayed cow dung, giving them abundance of 

water during their fruiting season. In cold situa- 
tions, protect tropical fruit trees, and throw a little 

hay over the pineapple plants, with the same ob- 

jeot. Prune fruit trees as they lose their leaves and 

the wood seems ripe and firm. The trunks and limbs 

may be painted with a dressing as a preventive 

against insect pests. A mixture of equal parts of 

soft soap, sulphur, soot and clay made into a thin 

paste with water has been recommended. 
Field. — Sow vetches, barley, oats, rye, wheat, also 

luoerne and other grasses. Out tobacco, and continue 

planting it out in the North. Earth up potatoes (in 

some cases this is better dispensed with). Rye as 

green fodder is much relished by cattle and horses, 

and if not allowed to go to seed will make a good 

sward for grazing over, being green and succulent 

during winter and early spring. 

Plantation. — During the month, in the South, 

oane crushing and arrowroot manufacture will re- 
quire best attention ; and the cane will also come in 

for its manipulation soon in the North. Coffee will 

now be ripening, and will require to be gathered 

and treated without delay. Where fresh plantations 

are required, good seed beds should now be made un- 
der a dead shade, and seed sown should provide plants 

for transplanting during the moist weather of sum- 
mer. Plantations of rhea may still be made from 

outtings, if the soil moisture is sufficient to war- 
rant it. Cane planting may still be done in the 

North, also tobaoco and maize may still be sown. All 

new work in clearing and breaking up fresh land 

should be pushed on vigorously while winter lasts. 
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Garden — Vegetables. — No colonial grown cab- j 

bage seed should be sown until the latest sowing 

takes place, as it runs to seed when the plants are 

ready to heart. The English seed does not run until 

the seoond season, and will, therefore, heart per- 
fectly. Transplant horse-radish, eschalots, rhubarb, 

strawberries (if not already done;, seakale, etc. Sow 

brocoli, Brussels sprouts, cabbage, red cabbage, 

cauliflower, lettuce, endive, peas, English beans, 

radish, etc. To grow watercresses, dig a trench as 

if for celery; turn in abundance of well-decayed 

manure, at the bottom, sifting some fine soil over it, | 
| and dribble the cuttings in at a foot apart, giving 

the whole a good watering. They must be well water- 
I ed afterwards about twice a week; and if a leaning 
! shade be erected over them on the sunny side it will 
I be of service. Cabbages, carrots, lettuce, radishes, 

turnips, sweet corn, and sweet potatoes, are still 
j serviceable for the North. 

Flowers. — The sowing of annuals beoomes risky 

and doubtful now, except a few whioh are proving 
! very hardy in Queensland. If moisture be plentiful 
j in the soil, however, and the land well enriched to 
I cause a rapiu development that will materially alter 

the case. As a rule, however, annuals sown now, un- 
less tender ones adapted to the summer growth, are 

new ly-planieu shrubs or trees sufficiently to keep 

not likely to give satisfaction. Beds and borders 
. shouia be dug over. Finish the pruning and trans- 
planting ot roses and flowering shrubs, and water ah 
I the soil moist, but not more. Too frequent applica- I 
j tion of water to plants not freely growing is often I 
j deam rather than life to the roots. Fill up the 

cutting ocd now with choice outtings, and water 

them sufficiently at first to keep the soil moist about 

them, but not more. Violets should now be at their 

best ; and in cool situations the English primrose 

may oe got to flower, even in the neighborhood of I 

Brisbane. — Dwarf nasturtiums should be flowering 

freely during this and the two following months. Foin- . 
settia, Dombeya and Erythrina should be flowering. ! 

Bush-House or Shade Garden. — Finish making 
alteration) and additions as soon as possible now, * 
and attend to the directions given for the last two 
months. Fill up vacancies with ferns, lycopods, and 
orchids; (as regards the latter, Dendrobiums and 
other epiphytes should not have the roots too olosely 
covered up), and remove everything unsightly, or the 
effect is easily destroyed by a little negligence and 
slovenliness. Re-pot ferns. As the weather particu- 
larly at night time, is now getting cold, the wester- 
ly side of the house should be protected by mat- 
ting, and watering done in the middle of the day. 

Orchard. — Orange trees which are not in good J 
heaiiii should have their trunks and large branches 
scrubbed with a scrubbing brusn, and washed clean 
before the spring growth commences. The surface 
soil to the full circuit of the foliage of the tree 
! should have a dressing of stable manure. Apple 
trees affected with American blight should have the 
earth removed from the roots near the surfaoe, and 
they should be painted with castor oil, or strong 
soap and resin wash. Some sorts of apple arc 
"blight-proof,' and these should have the preference 
when planting, as far as practicable ; and the others 
should be worked upon stocks which are blight- 
proof. Transplanting fruit trees and vines should 
be proceeded with vigorously. Frune fruit trees and 
vines, and protect bunches of bananas in cold situations. 

Field.— The arrowroot will fill out rapidly as the 
cold checks the growth at the top. Sow oats, lu- 
cerne, rye grass, vetohes, prairie grass, etc. Prepare 
land in warm situations for sowing with maize, and 
planting with potatoes next month. Early sown 
wheat often escapes rust and other ills whioh affect 
later crops. It is late for maize and potatoes in the 
far North, unless done at once. 

Plantation. — The advioe given last month is of 
equal value for this, everywhere in the South, for 
the weather will still be too cold to allow of plant- 
ing fresh breadths, and only gathering crops or 
breaking up new land can yet be done profitably. 
In the North, the weather is likely to be too dry in 
most places for successful planting, and as the busy 
time for oane crushing is commencing, planting may 
stand over in most oases. 
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Garden — Vegetables. — The seeds for sowing this 
month are limited to those which either mature 
quickly or endure heat well. Except on the Downs, 
oauliflower should not be sown ; cabbages, carrots, 
parsnips, beet, peas, lettuce, radishes, mustard and 
cress, turnips, onions, leeks, and herbs may still be 
sown. In well prepared ground, asparagus and rhu- 
barb seed may be sown ; the plants from seed, in 
either case being much more vigorous and prompt 
in maturing if not transplanted. In the North, a 
final sowing of sweet corn should be made this 
month, and also the last sowing of cabbage, lettuce, 
radishes, turnips, and kidney beans. When sowing 
seeds after rain see that the land is in a friable 
eondition. If too wet it will clog and bind together. 
The soil should never be walked over or disturbed, 
by sowing or digging the crops until it is suffi- 
ciently dry to be friable. Plant out onions and 
eschalots. Three or four days after planting rake 
the soil between the rows in dry weather — it will 
kill thousands of weeds. 

Flowers. — The sowing of English annuals should 
now be over, the varieties seasonable being such as 
portulooca, balsams, cockscombs, amaranthus, a few 
annual phloxes and may be also Indian pinks. 
Amaryllis, gladiolus, alstroameria may still be 
planted. Early sown annuals will now be in bloom, 
and those wishing to save good seed from them, 
should ruthlessly uproot every indifferent flower, or 
the strain of seed must degenerate. Finish the 
planting, pruning, and propagating of roses and 
shrubs; hedge planting should also be finished. — 
The wigandia is now in flower, and many roses 
should be blooming freely. Other plants in flower 
are jonquil, narcissus, iris, and similar spring 
flowering bulbs. 

Bush-Hoi'se or Shade Garden. — There should be 
plenty of bloom in a well-tended bush-house now, 
as begonias, cinerarias, primulas, pansies, fuchsias, 
violets and mimulus are in season, and should have 
frequent waterings with weak liquid manure. Never 
neglect an opportunity of adding to the fernery, if 
only by weeding out something inferior to substitute 
a better. A well-ordered fernery is a greenery every- 
where the eye may chance to alight. This is usually 
one of the most trying months of the whole year for 
bush-house plants from the oold westerly winds that 
commonly prevail. Both here and in the open gar- 
den precautions should be taken against frost. 

Orchard. — Finish pruning fruit trees and vines 
and burn any cuttings that appear to be diseased. 
After pruning, the vine stems may be dressed with 
a wash of lime, soft soap and sulphur. Plant out 
fruit trees am. vines, and cuttings of grape vines, 
and suoh trees as are propagated in that manner. 
Graft young orange trees. The Seville orange forms 
the best stock upon which to graft approved sorts. 
Prepare land hitherto negleoted, that all planting 
may be finished at the end of next month if possible. 
Eradicate docks, and give a dressing of salt to the 
vines and fruit trees, lightly forking in well decay- 
ed manure where necessary. 

Field.— Finish planting lucerne as early as pos- 
sible. Sow oats, vetches, etc. Prepare land for 
potatoes, maize, tobacco, sugar-cane, carrots, man- 
gold wurzell, chicory, etc. Plant potatoes and 
maize. Take up and prepare arrowroot as the crop 
matures, and as soon as convenient, get in the seed 
for next season's orop. Plant cuttings of Jatropha 
manihot for tapioca. In the North, plant sweet potatoes, 
and if moist enough, sow rice, millet, and teosinte. 

Plantation.— As sugar manufacture is now in full 
swing, soil preparation and slanting will be as 
muoh as possible deferred; still, where it is at all 
possible to get out-door work in the soil done, de- 
termined effort should be made in such oases to 
compass it. Timely work is everything in profitable 
cultivation. Cane planting may be deferred a month 
or two, yet the plant would mature earlier, and the 
juice acquire a better density, if earlier planting 
were done Tobacco planting in the North should 
be advanced almost to first crop now, and watch- 
fulness therefore be called for to secure quality, 
the only way to realise profit thereby. Cleanly and 
thorough cultivation yields good returns always in 
plantation, garden, or field 
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Garden — Vegetables. — Peas sown this month 
should have a cool aspect. A dressing of salt at 
this season, sit the rate of 7 or 8 lbs. to the perch, 
would be of great advantage to moist soils, tending 
to sweeten the land, retain moisture, destroy in- 
sects, and discourage weeds, fungus, and mildew. 
Sow beet, melon, cucumber, lettuce, okra, parsley, 
pumpkin, vegetable marrow, radish, rhubarb, round 
spinach, tomato, tobacco, carrot (large sowing), 
leek, cabbage, kidney bean, turnip, parsnip, etc. 
Plant out horseradish, rhubarb roots, herbs, sea- 
kale, asparagus, Jerusalem artichokes, ginger, etc. 
Destroy weeds while young; syringe with Gishurst 
compound, or with strong soap suds in which a 
little kerosene has been well mixed, plants whioh 
are attacked with aphis ; an hour or so afterwards, 
it is as well to syringe the plants again with plain 
water. In warm localities South, sow sweet corn 
and rosellas, the later in a bed for transplanting. 

Fiowibe. — Watering in dry weather is now very 
advantageous, taking oare that the water be got to 
the roots. If no other plan can be devised, a piece 
of an old broom handle pointed and used to make a 
funnel-shaped opening into the soil, will render 
efficient service," the hole at the top being covered 
with a stone or something to hide it and enable it to 
be used again. All transplanting will need to be 
done with greater oare now, as the heat increases, 
or the tender plants will suocumb. See that recently 
planted roses and shrubs are moist at the roots. 
Never apply liquid manure to the roots of a plant 
not healthy or in vigorous growth. Precautions 
should ue taken to proteot plants and shrubs in the 
event of the weather being severe.— The Bignonia 
venusta with its orange racemes is now an attrac- 
tive object, and were it not so common would be 
more highly thought of. Several of the dendro- 
biums (orchidsi ought now to be in full bloom. 
Photinia, anemones, freesia and other Cape bulbs, 
hyacinth, also asters, pansies, cosmos, and many 
early sown annuals, are also flowering. 

Bush-House or Shade Garden. — In warm and 
sheltered localities, specialities in ooleus, caladiums, 
and crotons should be in place, and gloxinias, achi- 
menes, and tydeas be planted. Fine bone-dust is an 
excellent invigorator of fern borders, and if mixed 
with peat, wonderfully assists the finer sorts. Bone- 
dust and powdered charcoal with a peat base is ex- 
cellent for all ferns and orohids requiring rooting 
material. Ferns may be raised by sowing the 
seeds (spores) on the surface of fine soil in a flower 
pot or seed pan, which should be covered with a 
piece of glass and kept moist by being occasionally 
placed in water, this being far preferable to water- 
ing on the surface ; or better still by sowing the 
spores on peaty clumps of dead stag or elkhorn ferns. 

Orchard. — Endeavour to finish planting fruit 
trees, vines, and other plants, as the sun will be 
gaining power, whioh will increase the labour and 
risk. Toung orange trees which show too much 
bloom should have it removed, and reoeive a little 
liquid manure to produce foliage. If any of the 
orange trees are affeoted with the aphis, they should 
be well syringed with water in whioh a small quan- 
tity of soft soap and sulphur have been dissolved. 
A small quantity of kerosene in a bucket of hot 
water (say about 140deg.) has been found very 
effectual against scale, blight, etc It should be 
well mixed, syringed on the trees, but kept from the 
roots. This syringing should be done either before 
blossoming or after the fruit has set. Air-slaked 
lime dusted on the trees is sometimes found very 
useful. Graft China pears, as they break very 
early. Keep the land olean and the surface open. 

Field. — Keep the crops clean. Plant potatoes, 
maize, rice, yams, arrowroot, etc. Hoe up slightly 
potatoes. Sow sorghum, imphee, teosinte, and 
tobacco. Silkworms will now require constant 
attention, feeding them frequently with young 
tender leaves. Earth nuts are a profitable crop in 
a light friable soil, especially near the sea shore, 
and in soil having lime in it. 

Plantation.— In the South, planting, except in 
the case of arrowroot, may be profitably deferred. 
All land intended for planting should now, however, 
be in readiness or nearly so. In the North, the 
planting of sugaroane, rhea, and tobaoco should

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Garden— Vegetables. — Destroy all summer weeds 
as they make their appearance, and so keep the 
land thoroughiv clean. Take every opportunity to 
collect manure "of all kinds, to be thrown into well 
puddled tanks, to rot down for use in autumn and 
winter. During the summer months in this State, 
manure should he generally applied in the liquid 
form. A cask sunk in the round, with hen manure 
or cow dung thrown into it and water added, and 
occasionally stirred, will afford a ready supply. See 
that crops are not planted too closely to be 
crowded. Trench vacant land in preparation for 
future crops, leaving the surface rough, to mellow 
by exposure. Sow French beans, parsley, beet, cap- 
I sicum, chili, cardoons, lettuce, egg-plant, okra, 
sweet corn, Cape gooseberry, radish, round spinach, 
tomato, tobacco, cucumber, melon, pumpkin, vege- 
table marrow, carrot, parsnip, etc Transplant cab- 
bages, eschalotB, etc. Plant Jerusalem artichokes, 
rhubarb roots, seakale, asparagus, ginger, earth 
nuts, etc. Sow rosella. Plant sweet potatoes. On 
the Downs, plant English potatoes. 

Flowers.— Make edgings of alternanthera as the 
weather gets warmer and moist, and plant out 
ribbon and carpet designs in flower borders, with 
coleus and other suitable foliage and flowering plants. 
Watch for green fly on rose bushes, and elsewhere, 
and apnly soft soap and water with a syringe to 
destroy them; be careful that the mixture is not 
too strong. Syringe with plain water a little time 
afterwards is recommended. Fill up borders with 
tender plants for summer ornamentation and dis- 
play. Attend to cleanliness and neatness every- 
where. Dahlia bulbs may now be planted taking 
care that the colours are properly grouped for effec- 
tive display. Stout stakes for their support should 
be put at the time of planting. Chrysanthemums 
Bhould now be divided and planted out. though fre- 
quently later planting will be found better. Azaleas 
should now be doing their best, also pansies. — Mag- 
nolia fuscata (known as the port wine plant) is in 
bloom; and among the climbers the wistaria is very 
noticeable. Gladiolus, amarylis and lilies, also many 
roses, camellias, and azaleas, are flowering. 

Bush-House or Sbade Gardhn. — Remove all de- 
caying stems and fronds of ferns, as they furnish a 
lurking place for mealy bug, thrip, and scale, which 
are a soourge of many of the fern family. A sponge, 
moist with a solution of soft soap in water applied tc 
fronds thus affected, is at times needful. As the 
heat increases take care that the roof shading is 
sufficient. Be-pot large ferns, and where necessary 
replenish the soil with new soil, composed of leaf- 
mould or sorub soil with a large proportion of sand. 

Orchard.— In dry weather, give recently planted 
fruit trees sufficient water at the roots at intervals, 
leaving the surface to be kept damp by a mulching 
of stable litter. Destroy all caterpillars that infest 
the vines about this time. Attend promptly to the 
disbudding of grape vines ; removing all suckers and 
superfluous shoots as soon as thev appear. Tie up 
fruiting shoots to the trellisses as they advance in 
growth. Graft apples and pears. The strawberry 
plants will need attention in the way of weeding 
and watering. 

Field. — Keep the land clean and loose among | 
growing crops. Plant arrowroot, yams, sweet pota- 
toes, tobacco, etc. Sow imphee, sorghum and maize 
for green fodder. The sunflower may now be sown. 
Continue planting and hill slightly potatoes, espe- 
cially in the cooler districts. Finish cotton pruning. 

Plantation. — As the warm weather advances, the 
planting of tea, coffee, allspice, oinnamon, oocoa, as 
well as all tropical fruits and shrubs should be 
attended to, in tropioal or sufficiently warm local- 
ities. v> uen newly planted and firmed with the foot 
afterwards, saturate the soil with water, and then 
apply a coating of mulch to prevent the surface 
from caking, and the moisture from evaporating. 
Some light shade to the foliage until the plant 
takes hold of the soil is also neoessary, to give the 
nursed and tender plants every chance. In the 
South, plant tobacco and sugar oane ; in the North, 
sugar oane, auu keep the soil everywhere in as good 
a state of tilth and openness as possible, to catch 
all the moisture available in dews or showers. 
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Garden — Vegetables. — Keep orops clean, mulch 
them and give water where necessary, and if water- 
ing be attempted, it must be more than a mere 
sprinkling of the surface, for that does more harm 
than good. Sow parsley, Frenoh beans, lettuce, okra, 
radish, round spinaoh, beet, vegetable marrow, 
melon, carrot, cucumber, tomato, rosella, etc. Sow 
St. John's Dav cabbage, whioh is the best for summer 
culture, being early, hardy, of fair quality, and with- 
stanuing heat, dry weather and aphis better than any 
other. Convert all waste vegetables into manure in 
some form — either to feed pigs, or throw them into 
the manure tank or cask to rot. In the warmer dis- 
tricts of the State, only the Chinese spinach, Chinese 
long or Fiji beans, or Madagascar beans, are worth 
cultivation, now that heat is in the ascendency. Sweet 
potatoes may be safely planted everywhere now. 

Flowers. — The main work in the borders now, is 
watchfulness for weeds and seeds of annuals, and 
keeping things generally tidy and neat. Only such 
planting as is seasonable, whioh consists in trans- 
planting tropical annuals and biennials, or in pro- 
naarating the same from outtings should be attempt- 
ed. Clip duranta hedges, and plant hedgings of al- 
ternanthera when moisture permits. Always keep a 
supply of good compost ready to put about the roots 
of choice plants when putting them out into the 
borders, or for sowing choice seeds in. English an- 
nuals of all kinds should now be making the garden 

?;ay. Phlox, pansies, verbena, stooks, sweet Wil- 
iam, carnation, candy tuft, mignonette, mimulus, 
poppies, petunia, lobelia, and many others; also the 
flaming lily (amaryllis), others of the lily family, 
and fuchsias. The jacaranda is now a blaze of 
ethereal beauty, and among climbing plants, the 
Chinese jessamine (rhyncospermum jasminoides) is 
prominent both from its soent and appearance. 
Oleander, bougainvillea, deutzia, gardenia and 
pomegranate too are in flower. Take up bulbs as 
soon as the leaves are withered, and store them in a 
dry place where neither ants nor rats can reach them. 

Bush-House or Shade Garden. — These structures 
in the North could be made serviceable for growing 
salads, French beans, and many choice vegetables as 
luxuries for the table. That will come to be one of 
their uses in tropical situations yet. Their use as 
luxurious and ornamental retreat for producing 
many of the Deauties of nature is already known 
and somewhat appreciated; but there is great scope 
remaining for the improving and inventive powers 
and taste of man to work, in greatly enriohing them 
in every way, both as to their oontents and designs. 

Orchabd. — Thin out the fruit on China peaches of 
all kinds, and carefully eradicate the suckers which 
spring from the root. Attend to disbudding, that is, 
removing superfluous shoots from fruit trees of all 
descriptions, as it is of great relief to the tree in 
every way. Remove all the strong watery shoots 
(whioh fill up the inside of the tree), so as to admit 
sun and air, and leave the whole strength of the 
plant to mature the crop. Support the branohes of 
the tree as the fruit swells. Examine the orange 
trees, and if either thrip, smut, coccus, or fungus, 
appear on the stems, scrub them as reoominendd in 
June. For the orange bug hot soap suds may be tried. 
Tie up the vines as they grow, being careful not to 
injure the foliage (whioh performs the funotions of 
both lungs and stomaoh for the plant), and see that 
the fruit is sufficiently protected from the direct 
rays of the sun. It is a good plan, in order to seoure 
fine fruit, to thin out with a pair of sharp-pointed 
scissors, some of the grapes in overorowded bunohes. 
Sulphur the yjnes on the first appearance of oidium ; 
do this in the early morning while the dew is on the 
vines. Plant oananas and pine apples. Trenoh and 
drain the land intended for planting fruit trees in 
the winter; and if well cultivated, one orop taken 
from it would improve its texture. 

Field.— Clean and earth up growing crops. Plant 
yams, earth nuts, ginger, and sweet potatoes. Sow 
sorghum, imphee, maize, setaria germanica, and in 
the warmer districts, teosinte. 

Plantation.— As showery weather permits, attend 
to the planting of coffee, arrowroot, tapioca, sugar- 
cane, and tobacco. Let the cultivation be liberal, 
if good returns are to be looked for ; but for it to be 
truly liberal, it needs to be done intelligently as 
much as freely. 
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Garden — Vegetables. — Some of the most profit- 
able vegetables to grow anywhere in Queensland 
during the summer months are the Chinese long 
runner beans, the Fiji bean, and the Chinese 
i spinnach. The Madagascar bean grows well during 
; the summer. At this season the beds should have 
the ridges laid across the hills in sloping ground, so 
, as to catch the showers. Thin cucumber and melon 
j beds where overcrowded, and loosen the soil if it is 
l bound. Fasten down the shoots with wooden pegs 
so as to cover the ground evenly. Sow French beans 
(small sowing), melon, oucumber, lettuce, okra, 
rosella, pumpkins, and sweet corn. Sweet potatoes 
may be grown anywhere this month. 

Flowers. — Little can be done during the summer 
months among flowers, except the ordinary cleaning 
of the beds. Roses may be budded now, or layered if 
increase is required. Angelonia, coleus, and sum- 
mer growing herbaceous plants may be divided at 
the roots, or struck from outtings either in the open 
borders with occasional waterings, or in shaded beds 
■ made for the purpose. Some of the summer -growing 
annuals may oe sown or transplanted, and double 
petunias, if particularly choice, may be slipped or 
layered now or during summer for transplanting in 
winter. Petunias do not bear removing kindly in 
this colony while hot weather prevails. Pansies or 
mimulus growing in shade will flower for awhile 
yet, if freely watered. — Among flower trees and 
shrubs now blooming are : The magnolia, erythrina 
vespertilio (cork tree), gardenia, stephanotis, hoya 
and lasiandra. 

Bush-House or Shade Garden— Ferns will now 
be making vigorous growth, and will require fre- 
quent watering. If mildew makes it appearance, 
sulphur should be dusted on the leaves. Attention 
should be given to the shading, as the sun has great 
power this month. This, or rather the previous 
month, is the best time for starting a fernery or 
replenishing one already started. 

Orchard. — Tfiill early peaches as soon as the fruit 
is fit for cooking. Mulch the trees a considerable 
distance around the stem. Plant all kinds of tropi- 
cal fruit trees from pots, such &l mangoes or jack- 
fruit. Clean out all superfluous shoots from fruit 
trees generally, in .order to throw the w hole strength 
of the plant into the crop; not injuring or remov- 
ing any of the foliage unnecessarily. Remove 
suokers from grape vines, stop straggling branches, 
! and rub off weak ill-placed shoots. If vigorous old 
Isabella vines nave the ripest of the present season's 
rods pruned during this and next month, they will 
give a second crop of fruit. The cuttings also, if 
planted, will form strong roots before the planting 
season. The vines should be carefully watched for 
oidium or other disease, and if there are any signs 
of appearanoe, sulphur must be freely used. Aprioots 
and China peaches should be budded. Plant banana 
and pine apple suckers. Trench land intended for 
planting next season, to give it the sweetening in- 
fluence of the summer's sun. Where pine apples are 
largely grown, it will pay to thin out the suckers 
early this month, as it not only causes the summer 
stock of fruit to be larger, but the young suckers 
which appeared on the pruned shoots will produce 
i winter pine apples, which sell at a high price. The 
most convenient implement for thinning out, is the 
! large, strong-handled South Sea Island knife kept 
! sharp at both sides of the point, and used with a 
downward thrust 

Field. — Keep the land olean with a horse hoe or 
scarifier. Stop tobaoco plants as required, to direct 
the sap into the leaves intended for the crop, and 
remove caterpillars. In making oaten hay, cut the 
crop when well in ear, but before the seed is near 
mature; the whole plant is then in the best con- 
dition. In the North, millet and teosinte may be 
sown freely now for fodder purposes. 

Plantation. — Much cane-planting is now gene- 
rally done in the North, after the rush at the crush- 
ing is over. Early sown rice is now ready for har- 
vesting, and will soon be growing strong for the 
second crop. Young ooffee plants may still be 
planted out, if shading and careful watering be at- 
tended to. Two or three leafy boughs stuck around 
the young plants form the best shade for them.

DECEMBER. ] lne Wank half of this page is intended for Notes, such sis the sowing of seeds, the 
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Garden — Vegetables. — Seeds sown during the 
summer months would do better if proteoted from 
the direot rays of the sun by some light cover, a foot 
or two above fho ground. Thin oalieo, or light open 
brushwood, not too dense would be suitable. If the 
seed beds were well watered, so as to thoroughly 
soak the soil, a few hours before sowing the seed, 
and the seed were covered by sifting over it some 
stable litter, tTiere would not be so many failures, 
even in the summer. Sow lettuce, okra, radish, 
sweet oorn, Chinese runner beans, and Chinese 
spinach. 

Flowers.— Much of the advice given last month 
serves equally for this. Judioious watering is a very 
useful thing, but much of the watering done is 
more injurious than helpful, as it does not penetrate 
the soil to the roots, and therefore is of little good ; 
indeed, in many oases it only cakes the surface soil. 
If people could only be educated to contrive in some 
way to get the water down to the roots, instead of 
squandering it upon the surface, better results would 
follow A flower-pot, a jam or other tin, with a hole 
in it, sunk in the soil up to the rim, with a layer 
of stones or sticks underneath to let the water run 
in quiokly, would be a simple contrivance for effec- 
tual watering. — The poinciana regia, bauhinia hoo- 
keri or native ebony, hydrangea, and frangipanni 
are now in bloom, also fuchsias, gloxinias, agapan- 
thus, and lagerstroemia. 

Bush-House or Shade Garden.— Much of the at- 
tractiveness of a structure of this kind depends upon 
its tasteful ornamentation with rockeries, hanging 
baskets, and arrangements for all kinds of epiphytal 
growths. Gnarled or branched stioks are of great 
service in carrying stag-horn, elk-horn, and bird's- 
nest ferns, also for many varieties of orchids. Stone 
work built up grotesquely to form shady nooks and 
oorners would be likewise of great service for grow- 
ing many things unfitted for more exposed positions. 
And, as said before, the bush-house in the North 
may be ooaxed into useful service, after the manner 
of conservatories at home, only reversing the order 
by creating a lower temperature than prevails out- 
side. As it is not an easy matter to thoroughly 
water hanging baskets, it is recommended that every 
bush-house should be provided with a water trough 
or box, in which the basket can be plunged occa- 
sionally, in order to get a thorough soaking. A 
zinc-lined case, say about two feet long by eighteen 
inches wide and deep, will be found to answer the 
purpose admirably. 

Orchard. — Thinning heavily-laden trees and dis- 
budding, or finger-and-thumb pruning, is the princi- 
pal work needed amongst fruit trees now. Straw 
under peach trees will proteot the falling fruit from 
bruising. Straggling wood shoots should be stop- 
ped, to keep the trees in form, and prevent the 
weaker branches being robbed of their share of 
nourishment. On the slightest appearance of oidium 
among the vines or American blight among the 
apples, dress them as previously directed. Those who 
objeot to the use of sulphur and lime in their dry 
state, may boil one pound of sulphur and one pound 
of lime in a gallon of water for half-an-hour ; one 
pint of this, when strained, may be mixed with ten 
gallons of water, and applied to the affected vines 
with a syringe. 

Field. — Keep crops clean. Dig potatoes as soon 
as ripe, as they will not keep in the soil; and have 
them oollected as they are dug, or the sun will 
cause them to rot. Harvest wheat, oats, and 
barley; if left too late, the grain wastes « in gather- 
ing. Finish haymaking, taking oare that the hay is 
not over-dried, or its feeding properties are half 
destroyed. Sow maize, setaria germanica, millet, 
sorghum; in the North, teosinte and sweet potatoes 
may still be planted. 

Plantation. — Cane planting may be attended to 
anywhere now. Coffee will need to be constantly 
watohed, and failing plants replaced timely, to give 
the plot an equal start together. A hole a foot deep 
and the same in diameter on the uphill side of the 
plant, and filled with stones to the surface, is an 
exoellent device for watering either coffee plants on 
a plantation, or many things besides, and were it done, 

a little water would achieve wonders in a dry time. 
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QUEENSLAND. 

The State of Queensland — formerly known as the Moreton Bay district — comprises 
the whole of the North-Eastern portion of the Continent of Australia ; its boundaries 
being — on the North the Gulf of Carpentaria and Torres Strait ; on the East the 
Pacific Ocean ; on the West the Northern Territory of South Australia — the dividing 
line being the 141st meridian of longitude from the 29th to the 26th parallel, and 
thence the 138th meridian ; and on the South the State of New South Wales. Its 
estimated area -exclusive of the islands contiguous to the coast, which, however, 
belong to Queensland - is about 660,520 square miles, or 428,492,800 acres, being about 
twelve times the size of England and Wales. Its extreme length from North to South 
is 1,300 miles, its breadth 800 miles, the coast line being about 2,500 miles. It was 
discovered by Captain Cook in May, 1770; first settled in 1824 ; and erected into an 
independent Colony on December 10th, 1859.

Electric Telegraph — On January 1st, 1902, 
there were 481 telegraph and telephone sta- 
tions, with 10,246 miles of line and 20,537 miles 
of wire. The total revenue for the year 1901 
amounted to £104,877 9s. 6d. During the year 
there were transmitted 1,333,944 messages, and 
205,734 messages were receivedinto Queensland. 

Postal.— On January 1st, 1902, there were 1,234

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REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 

Every Birth must be registered within sixty days, and every Death within thirty days 
next thereafter respectively ; any neglect of this regulation renders the parties whose duty it 
is to register liable to a fine not exceeding £10. If sixty days have elapsed from the date of 
birth, the law requires the parent, or other person making the application to register such 
birth, to pay a fee of two shillings and sixpence, and to make a solemn declaration of the 
facts before a Justice of the Peace, prior to the registration. The father or mother ought to 
sign as informant If unable to write, let a mark be made. No birth can be registered after 
three years have elapsed from the date thereof; but a record will be mode in the Registrar- 
General's office if reliable information be supplied by the parents respecting such birth. 

Every Minister who has celebrated a marriage must, within one month thereafter, trans- 
mit (in accordance with the Act 28 Victoria, No. 15) the original certificate to the Registrar 
of the District in which the marriage was celebrated, and every Minister who fails to transmit 
the certificate to the District Registrar is liable to a fine of not LESS than £10, and not 
exceeding £60. Marriages must be solemnised between the hours of S a.m. and 8 p.m. 
Persons under age must produce the written authority of parents or guardians, signed by 
them in the presence of a Justice of the Peace, Registered Minister, or District Registrar, 
or the marriage cannot take place. 

In every case of Burial, the Minister or person officiating at any religious service at 
such Burial, ought to receive from the undertaker, or person having charge of the funeral 
a certificate from the District Registrar, certifying the registration of the death unless 
in the case of inquest, when a certificate from the Coroner or Magistrate holding 'the in- 
quest will be sufficient; and if any dead body shall be buried without such certificate, the 
person who may bury the same, or perform any funeral or religious service for the burial 
or who shall in any way dispose of the body, shall forthwith give notice of the facts to the 
District Registrar. Undertakers are bound, under a penalty not exceeding £10, to lodge with 
the District Registrar, IMMEDIATELY after the burial a certificate of such burial, signed br 
themselves and coUKTBttSI&NEI) BY two witnesses.

PASSENGERS. 



General Information. 

Children under five years of age will be 
permitted to travel free. Children of five 
years of age and upwards, but under fourteen 
years of age, will be permitted to travel at 
half the full fares. 

Passengers starting from any station at 
which tickets are issued must, before enter- 
ing a railway carriage, provide themselves 
•with proper tickets; if they are unable to 
produce proper tickets on demand, they will 
be liable to pay the fare from the station 
whence the train started. 

Availability op Single Tickets. 

Single tickets for distance of 50 miles and 
under are available only for the date on 
which the tickets are issued. 

Single tickets for distances over 50 miles 
and under 150 miles are available for seven 
days after date of issue, and for distances 
150 miles and over fourteen days; but in 
either case the journey must be commenced 
on the date of issue. 

Availability of Return Tickets. 

Return tickets will be issued between all 
railway stations, and shall be available as 
follows:— 10 miles and under, day of issu^ 
only, except when no train is available for 
return, in which case they are available for 
the following day; 11 miles to 50 miles, 2 
weeks, exclusive of the day of issue; 51 miles 
to 150 miles, 1 calendar month, exclusive of 
the day of issue; 151 miles to .100 miles, :! 
calendar months, exclusive of the day of 
issue; over 300 miles, 6 calendar months, ex- 
clusive of the day of issue. 

The forward journey must be commenced 
on the date of issue and completed within 
the period for which a single ticket is 
available. 

Return tickets between South Brisbane, 
Vulture Street, Gloucester Street, or Park 
Road and Southport, and Mount Morgan and 
Tanby, are available for one calendar month. 



Return tickets to any of the following 
watering places under 10 miles distant, viz. : 
— Wynnum, Wynnum South, Manly, Birkdale, 
Wellington Point, Ormiston, West Cleveland, 
Cleveland, Southport, Nudgee, Sandgate, 
Pialba, Broadmount, or Emu Park shall be 
available for return for one week. 

Break of Journey. 

Passengers holding return tickets for any 
distance may be allowed to break their 
journey at any station, provided the journey 
is completed within the period for which the 
tiokets are available. But the forward 
journey of return tickets must be commenced 
on date of issue, and completed within the 
period for which a single ticket is available. 

Any passenger desirous of breaking his 
journey must deposit his ticket (for which a 
receipt will be given if required) with the 
station-master at each station where the 
journey is broken, the ticket being returnnd 
to him on resuming his journey. 

Passengers holding excursion tickets to 
places distant 200 miles and over may break 
the forward journey, provided they travel 
not less than 100 miles on the day of issue. 
The forward journey must, however, be com- 
pleted within the period for which a single 
ticket is available. In all other cases, pas- 
sengers holding excursion tickets are not 
allowed to break their forward journey unless 
it is impossible to complete it on the day 
the tickets are issued, in which case they 
must proceed by the first available train there- 
after ; or, to avoid a break, they may be per- 
mitted to obtain and use their tickets on the 
day preceding the day appointed for their 
issue. The return journey, however, may be 
broken as stated above. 

Excessing Passengers, Change of Class, 
Return Tickets, &c. 
Passengers travelling first class with second 

U) Ordinary Single Tickets— Passengers 
travelling in a first-class carriage 
with second-class tickets shall be 
charged the difference between first 
and second class single fare, and 
for which a book-ticket, endorsed 
" 2nd to 1st class," shall be issued, 
(b) Ordinary Return Tickets— Passengers 
travelling in a first-class carriage 
with second class tickets on the 
forward or return journey shall be 
charged half the difference between 
first-class and second-class ordinary 
return fare, and for which a book- 
ticket, endorsed " 2nd to 1st class," 
shall be issued. 
These charges only apply where passengers 
pay excess from the station at which they 
commence their journey to destination 
station. 

In cases where passengers holding either 
single or return tickets travel the whole or 
only a portion of the journey in a superior 
class, such portion of the journey shall be 
oharged at the difference between first and 
second class single fare over the section 
travelled. 

Brisbane Tickets Available to South 
Brisbane. 

Passenger tickets (other than season 
tickets) between Brisbane and Corinda, or 
stations west of Corinda are available to or 
from South Brisbane. 
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Extension of Return and Excursion 
Tickets. 

A single ticket will be issued in exchange 
for the backward half of an ordinary return 
or excursion ticket, not exceeding three 
months overdue, provided application is made 
within the currency of the ticket, on pay- 
ment of the difference between the ordinary 
return or excursion fare and two single fares. 

Cheap Monthly Excursion. 

Tickets at excursion fares will be issued 
between all stations (except on Central 
Railway) not less than 100 miles apart on 
the first Saturday and the preceding Friday 
in each month, and on the following Sunday 
on lines where Sunday trains are running. 

On the Central Railway^ these excursion 
tickets will be issued from all stations to 
any station distant 100 miles and over, in- 
cluding stations in the Southern Division, 
each month, as under: — 

Main Line. — Up by the trains leaving 
Rockhampton on the first Sunday in each 
month, and Down by the trains leaving Long- 
reach on the first Thursday ; also from Archer 
by train connecting with s.s. "Premier" 
to stations in the Southern Division on the 
first Saturday in each month. 

Clermont Branch. — For stations east and 
west of Emerald, by the train leaving Cler- 
mont on the first Monday in each month. 

Springsure Branch. — For stations east and 
west of Emerald, by the train leaving Spring- 
sure on the first Monday in each month. 

Townsville Railway.— These tickets will 
be issued on the first Saturday and preceding 
Friday in each month. From stations west 
of Hughenden on the Sunday following the 
first Saturday in the month, and to stations 
west of Hughenden on the following Monday ; 
also from stations west of Charters Towers 
to Townsville on the Thursday preceding the 
first Saturday in each month, as well as on 
the first Saturday. 

In the Southern Division, excursion tickets 
will be issued at Dulacca and. stations west 
thereof to down passengers on the first Thurs- 
day of each month; and from Roma and 
stations as far as Dulacca, both inclusive, on 
the first Saturday in each month as well. 

For shorter distances passengers are to be 
charged the ordinary fares, but not more 
than the excursion fares for 100 miles. 

On lines where through trains are not 
available on Friday or Saturday, monthly ex- 
cursion tickets may be issued on such other 
day as the Commissioner may direct, and 
which may be ascertained on reference to 
station-masters. 

Monthly excursion tickets are available 
for return to the same extent as ordinary 
return tickets. 

Cheap Weeklt Excursion Tickets. 
Saturday to Monday.— Tickets at excursion 
fares will be issued every Saturday (and on 
Sunday where Sunday trains are run) be- 
tween all stations 12 miles and over apart, 
available to return until the following Mon- 
day. 

For shorter distances passengers are to be 
charged the ordinary fares, but not more 
than the excursion fares for 12 miles. 



Season Tickets to South Brisbane. 
Season tickets issued from stations between 
Ipswich and Corinda (inclusive) to Brisbane 
Central may be made available to South 
Brisbane Station on an additional payment 
of one-half the published rates for the same 
class and period between South Brisbane and 
Corinda Stations. 

Two-Monthly Season Tickets. 
Season tickets for two months may be 
issued at double the rate for a monthly 
ticket, less 7£ per cent. 

Fortnightly Season Tickets. 

Fortnightly season tickets are issued to 
Sandgate, Wynnum, Wynnum South, Manly, 
Birkdale, Wellington Point, Ormiston, Cleve- 
land, Southport, Pialba, Broadmount, and 
Emu Park, on payment of half the rates for 
monthly tickets with 10 per cent, added. 
Family Tickets. 

The following reduction in the rates for 
ordinary season tickets other than tickets 
issued at reduced rates, shall be made to 
bona fide members of the same family, viz.: 
—Parents and their children residing in the 
same house, and taken out on the same date, 
and travelling between the same stations, 
and available between the same dates, viz. : 
—For two tickets, a reduction of 10 per 
cent.; three tickets, 15 per cent.; four or 
more tickets, 20 per cent. 

Wives of Season Ticket Holders. 

Half the ordinary ticket rates will be 
charged for season tickets issued to wives of 
season tickets holders. Every such ticket 
must be for the same period as that issued to 
the husBand, or for a shorter period, and 
between the same or intermediate stations. 
Season Tickets Lost. 

Passengers who have lost their season 
tickets may, upon making a written declara- 
tion to the station-master, obtain a duplicate 
ticket on payment of 10 per cent, of the 
value of the unexpired period for which it 
was available. Minimum charge, 2s. ; maxi- 
mum, £i. 

Season tickets mav be issued between Bris- 
bane and Sydney— £70 1st Class Yearly; £40 
1st Class Half-yearly, exclusive of sleeping 
accommodation . 

Youths, Girls, and Apprentices. 

Scholars' season tickets are issued to pupils 
attending any school at half season ticket 
rates. 

Season tickets for periods of not less than 
three months may be issued at two-thirds 
of the full season ticket rates, to persons 
under twenty-two years of age who are earn- 
ing less than £65 per annum. 

Every person applying for such ticket must 
sign a declaration in the form provided for 
the purpose, and the correctness of the in- 
formation therein contained shall be certi- 
fied to by the employer, or, where there is no 
employer, by a justice of the peace or minis- 
ter of religion. 

Return tickets, available for two months, 
may be issued during vacations between sta- 
tions 10 miles and over apart to scholars 
attending any recognised school, at the rates 
following: — Scholars under 16 years of age, 
half single fares; scholars 16 years of age 
and over, full single fares.

Scholars travelling to attend school or re- 
turning to their homes after completion of 
their studies may obtain single tickets at 
the following fares: — Scholars under 16 years 
of age, half single fares ; scholars 16 years 
of age and over, half return fares. 

Return tickets may be issued during vaca- 
tions in New South Wales and Victoria and 
or school at the following fares between sta- 
stions in New South Wales and Victoria and 
stations in Queensland between which inter- 
state fares are in operation :— Students under 
16 years of age, half single fares; students 
16 years of age and over, half holiday excur- 
sion fares. 

Scholars' return tickets shall be available 
for two months, and return tickets issued 
to university students shall be available for 
three months. 

Scholars travelling to attend school in 
Glen Innes, Armidale, Sydney or Melbourne 
may obtain single tickets at the following 
fares:— Scholars under 16 years of age, half 
single fares; scholars 16 years of age and 
over, half holiday excursion fares. 

For the purposes of this clause, the term 
" Vacation " shall be taken to mean Mid- 
winter, Midsummer, Michaelmas, and Kaster 
holidays only. 

The correctness of the information given 
in the applications shall be certified to by 
the head teacher or registrar of the school 
or university as the case may be. 

Weekly second-class tickets for any distance 
up to and including 30 miles are issued to 
workmen requiring to travel between stations 
in suburban areas. These tickets are not 
available for Sundays or for mail trains on 
week days, and are limited to one journey 
each way per day. They are available only 
by trains departing between the hours of 
6 a.m. and 8 a.m., and for return by any 
train up to 7 p.m. 

Tickets will be issued to expire on Satur- 
days only. A deposit of 6d. must be lodged 
at the time of issue, which will be returned 
to the purchaser of the ticket on its being 
given up at any station not later than the 
Tuesday following the date of expiration. 

Distances and rates: — i mile, 9d. ; 2 miles, 
Is. ; 3 miles, Is. j 4 miles, Is. 6d. ; 5 miles, 
2s. ; 6 miles, 2s. 6d. ; 7 mile, 2s. 6d. ; 8 miles, 
2s. 9d. ; 9 miles, 3s. ; 10 miles, 3s. 3d. ; 11 
miles, 3s. 6d. ; 12 miles, 3s. 6d. ; 13 miles, 
3s. 9d. ; 14 miles, 4s. ; 15 miles, 4s. 3d. ; 16 
miles, 4s. 5d. ; 17 miles, 4s. 7d. ; 18 miles, 
4s. 9d. ; 19 miles, 4s. lid. ; 20 miles, 5s. Id. ; 
21 miles, 5s. 3d.: 22 miles, 5s. 5d. ; 23 miles, 
5s. 7d. ; 24 miles, 5s. 9d. ; 25 miles, 5s. lid. ; 
26 miles 6s. Id.; 27 miles, 6s. 3d.; 28 miles, 
6s. 5d.; 29 miles, 6s. 7d. ; 30 miles, 6s. 9d. 

The Agricultural College, Gatton. 

Return tickots at excursion fares may be 
issued to visitors to the College, on produc- 
tion of a certificate from the Department of 
Agriculture. 

On application to Traffic Managers, return 
tickets at half return fares may be issued 
to parties comprising fifty or more visitors 
travelling distances of not less than 50 miles 
to the Agricultural College, Gatton. For 
shorter distances single fares for the double 
journey will be charged, but not more than 
half return fares for 50 miles. Smaller par- 
ties may be conveyed at pleasure-party rates. 



State Experimental Farms. 
Return tickets at excursion fares may be 
issued to visitors travelling to State Experi- 
mental Farms, on production of a certificate 
from the Department of Agriculture. 

Technical College Tickets. 
Return tickets at half fares (minimum, 6d. 
first-olass, and 3d. second-class) available for 
return for the same periods as ordinary re- 
turn tickets, will be issued to students (irre- 
spective of age) travelling to attend Tech- 
nical College classes, on application to the 
station-master, in accordance with form of 
application, which may be obtained from the 
secretary of the Technical College, who shall 
certify to the correctness of the information 
contained therein. 

School oe Minks. 
Return Tickets at Half Fares (minimum, 
6d. first class, and 3d. second class) will be 
issued to students travelling to attend 
classes, on application to the station-master, 
with form of application, which may be ob- 
tained from the masters or directors of the 
institutions, who shall certify to the correct- 
ness of the information contained therein. 

School Excursions. 
Persons to the number of not less than 50 
desirous of travelling as a school excursion 
shall, on other than public holidays, upon 
giving to the Traffic Manager three days' 
notice of their intention, be entitled to re- 
turn tickets at the following reduced rates : 
— Adults, excursion fares ; scholars, half ex- 
cursion fares irrespective of age. But the 
minimum charge shall be Cd. for each adult 
and 3d. for each scholar. 

Ministers of Religion. 

Registered ministers of religion may, upon 
application to the Traffic Managers, obtain 
season tickets for three, six, or twelve months 
at the following rates: — 45 miles and under, 
one-fourth the full season ticket rates. Mini- 
mum distance to be charged, 10 miles. 

Three months:— 46 to 50 miles, £2 Is.; 51 
to 100 miles, 4£ per mile added to the 50-mile 
rate ; 101 to 200 miles, lid. per mile added 
to the 100-mile rate ; 201 to 500 miles, 1J per 
mile added to the 200-mile rate; over 500 
miles, Id. per mile added to the 500-mile rate. 

Six months:— 46 to 50 miles, £3 13s. lOd. ; 
51 to 100 miles, 8d. per mile added to the 
50-mile rate; over 100 miles, 2i per mile 
added to the 100-mile rate. 

Twelve Months:— 46 miles to 50 miles, £7; 
51 to 100 miles, Is. 3kl. per mile added to 
the 50-mile rate ; over 100 miles, 4Jd. per mile 
added to the 100-mile rate. 

Clergymen's season tickets may be made to 
cover the free conveyance of a bicycle on 
payment of 25 per cent, in addition to the 
above rates. 

Commercial Travellers. 
Traffic Managers may, upon application of 
an employer, issue for his commercial tra- 
veller yearly first class season tickets at the 
following rate for each ticket :— 100 miles 
and under, £25; 101 to £00 miles, 2s. 6d. 
per mile added to the rate for 100 miles; 
201 to 300 miles, 2s. per mile added to the 
rate for 200 miles; 301 to 700 miles. Is. 6d. 
per mile added to the rate for 300 miles; 
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over 700 miles, Is. per mile added to the 
rate for 700 miles. 

Season tickets available for all lines will 
be issued as follows: — Yearly, £100; half- 
yearly, £55 ; quarterly, £30. 

Second class yearly commercial travellers' 
tickets may be issued at two-thirds of the 
full first class rates. 

Every such ticket may, on the commercial 
traveller to whom it was issued ceasing to 
be employed as such, or on leaving his em- 
ployment, be surrendered by his employer, 
and on presentation of an application and 
payment of a fee of ten shillings, a fresh 
ticket will be issued for his successor, avail- 
able for the remainder of the term of the 
original ticket. In no case, however, will a 
commercial traveller's ticket, after being 
transferred, be re-transferred to the original 
holder, except in case of sickness, duly cer- 
tified by the firm. 

Insurance Agents. 

Insurance agents requiring yearly season 
tickets for d. stances of not less than 100 
miles shall be charged the same rates as are 
charged to commercial travellers. 

Free Passes and Concessions to Large 

Traders. 

In the event of any person or firm paying 
freight upon goods and live stock carried on 
the Government Hallway lines of the State 
to the extent mentioned in the following 
the concessions specified in connection with 
such payments respectively shall be 
granted to such person or firm, or to any 
employee of such person or firm: — Amount 
paid during twelve months, £1,000, extent of 
concession, 5 per cent, off commercial tra- 
vellers' rates; £2,000, 10 per cent.; £3,000, 
15 per cent.; £4,000, 21) per cent.; £5,00u, 
25 per cent.; £6,0J0, „u per cent.; £7,000, 
93 per cent.; £8,000, 40 per cent.; £9,000, 
45 per cent. ; £10,009 to £15,000, one sectional 
pass; £20,000, one pass over all lines or two 
sectional passes. 

Annual tickets over one or more sections 
of the railway systems will, on application 
to the Traffic Managers, be transferred once 
in any month during their currency from 
the holder to a member or employee of the 
same firm or company on payment of £5, 
to be paid when the original ticket is issued, 
and a fee of 5s. to be charged at the time 
the transfer is made. 

In the event of death, sickness, resigna- 
tion, or dismissal of a holder of a yearly 
or half-yearly ticket over one or more sec- 
tions of the railway system, upon which the 
initial fee of £5 has not not been paid at 
the time the original ticket is taken, a 
yearly ticket will be transferred twice, and 
a half-yearly tieket once, on payment of 
10s. only for each transfer. 

The passes shall be first class, exclusive of 
sleeping berths, and may oe issued for such 
sections as the applicants desire. 

In the absence of ledger accounts, the onus 
of proving payment of the requisite amount 
shall rest with the applicants for the passes. 

Through Tickets to the Coast. 

In oraer that passengers may derive the 
full benefit of the time within which return 
tickets are available aooordmg to distance, 



through tickets may be issued from stations 
on the Southern, Western, and North Coast 
lines to stations on the Southport and Cleve- 
land lines, and vice versa ; but such tickets 
shall not include conveyance between the two 
Unes. 

The through fares, except those calculated 
via Yeerongpilly, will be arrived at by 
adding the two local fares together thus — 
Crympie, Ipswich, or Toowoomba, as the case 
may be, to Brisbane (Central). South Bris- 
bane to Cleveland (or Southport, as the case 
may be). 

Passengers sr Ocean Steamers. 

Passengers presenting certificates from the 
agents or superintendents of mail steamship 
companies that they are bona fide passengers 
travelling from Brisbane, Ipswich, Toowoomba, 
and Warwick to Sydney, Melbourne, or Ade- 
laide, and from Maryborough to Sydney, to 
join ocean steamers (other than interstate 
steamers), or from Sydney, Melbourne, and 
Adelaide to Brisbane, Ipswich, Toowoomba, 
and Warwick, and Sydney to Maryborough, 
after leaving the steamers, will be charged 
reduced fares as follows, provided they are 
booked through to or from places outside the 
Commonwealth of Australia, Port Darwin 
and Western Australia ports excepted: — 
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Return tickets issued to passengers tra- 
velling by ocean steamers are available for 
the time embraced in the steamship com- 
pany's return tickets, and the journey 
may be broken as with ordinary tickets. 
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Interchangeable Rail and Steamer 
Tickets. 

Tlit; return portion of first class ordinary 
tickets issued between Brisbane and Sydney 
are interchangeable for such steamship 
company's tickets as the Commissioner 
may agree to accept; and in the same 
manner the return portiov of steamer 
tickets will be interchangeable for railway 
tickets, on presentation of an order from 
the steamship company, and then pre- 
sented at the booking offices at Sydney or 
Brisbane. 

Delegates to Meetings of Friendly 
Societies. 

Delegates travelling, in parties of not less 
than six to attend meetings of Friendly 
Societies, may obtain return tickets at half 
return fares irrespective of distance. The 
authority of the Traffic Manager must be 
obtained in each instance and the usual 
certificate presented. 

Delegates to Conferences. 

Accredited delegates travelling between 
stations in Queensland, and consisting of 
six or more in number, journeying not less 
than 25 miles, to attend church or other 
approved conferences, may, on application 
to the Traffic Manager, and on presentation 
of certificates from the secretary to the 
conference, be allowed return tickets at ex- 
cursion fares for themselves and their 
wives (if accompanying their husbands); if 
travelling from stations in Queensland to 
stations in other States, where through 
fares arc in operation, single fare for the 
double journey will be charged. 

Theatrical Companies 
Theatrical companies travelling between 
stations in Queensland, or to stations in 
the other States to which through fares are 
in operation, and consisting of not less 
than six passengers journeying not less than 
20 miles, may, on application to the Traffic 
Manager, bo allowed first-class tickets on 
payment of second-class fares, or second- 
class tickets for 20 per cent, less than 
ordinary second-class fares. The following 
weight of luggage will be conveyed free of 
charge: — For each first-class passenger, 
2cwt.; for each second-class passenger, 
lewt. Excess luggage to be charged parcels 
rates. Advance agents must pay ordinary 
fares in the first instance, but the station- 
master may allow the concession for their 
tickets t>y way of refund if not less than 
six tickets are afterwards purchased for the 
company they represent. 

Athletic Bodies. 
Members of cricket, football, golf, la- 
crosse, lawn tennis, cycling, bands, or other 
approved athletic teani3 or clubs, when tra- 
velling between stations in Queensland or 
to stations in the other States to which 
through fares are in operation, and journey- 
ing not less than 20 miles, and not more 
than 100 miles, in parties of six or more, 
may be allowed return tickets at excursion 
rates. When the distance exceeds 100 miles, 
return tickets at half return fares may be 
issued, but the half fare must not be less 
than 10s. The maximum number of persons 
to be allowed the reduced fares when tra- 



velling as athletic teams shall be as fol- 
lows: — Bowling teams 20, cricketers 15, 
baseball players 15, footballers 2o, lacrosse 
players 15, rifle clubs 25, chess players 20. 
cyclist 20, debating societies 20, golf players 
10, polo players 8, tennis players 10, draughts 
players 20, bandsmen 30. Applications for 
these concessions must be made to the Traffic 
Manager. 

Press Tickets. 
A special return ticket at half the ordi- 
nary fare may, upon application to the 
Traffic Manager, be issued to any repre- 
sentative or reporter exclusively engaged 
in press business, and who is permanently 
employed upon a newspaper in Queensland 
or the Southern States, for the purpose of 
reporting on an agricultural show, race 
meeting, or other matter of general public 
interest. 

Newspaper Reporters. 

Traffic Managers may, upon application, 
issue to the reporting staff of any news- 
paper published in Queensland, a season 
ticket, at one-fourth the ordinary rat", 
which ticket shall be available for use by 
any one reporter, who shall have been pre 
viously approved of by the Commissioner, 
but can only be used when the reporter is 
travelling on press business. 

Pleasure Parties. 

On any day other than a public holiday 
return tickets, at excursion lures, may, on 
application to the Traffic Manager, be 
issued to parties travelling not less than 20 
miles, and consisting of not less than ten 
adult passengers. 

One ticket only will be issued for each 
party, the members of which must all travel 
together and by the train arranged for. 

Applications for these concessions must be 
made not less than three days before the 
excursion, and it must be certified that it 
is exclusively a pleasure party, and the 
date, class, number of passengers, and sta- 
tions from and to which the tickets are re- 
quired must be stated. 

Bicycle Parties. 

Bicyclists when travelling in parties of 
not less than six may, if travelling between 
stations not less than &u miles apart, on 
application to the Traffic Manager, obtain 
return tickets at excursion fares. 

Commercial Travellers' Samples. 

Commercial travellers' samples will be 
conveyed by passenger train at parcels rates 
on the forward journey, provided that there 
is room in the brake-van therefor and that 
the train will not tnereby lie delayed. Half 
parcels rates will be charged on the return 
journey on presentation of the receipt show- 
ing the forward carriage to have been paid, 
provided that 1081b. for a tirst-elass passen- 
ger and 1121b. for a second-class passenger, 
including personal luggage, will be carried 
free on the forward and return journey. 

Between Sydney and Brisbane, 14 cwt. of 
luggage for first-class passengers, and 1 cwt. 
for second-class passengers will be conveyed 
free of charge. 

Commercial travellers' samples will be 
charged at third-class rates by goods trains 
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(Trade Protective Institute, Established 1855).

The samples must be marked "Travellers' 
Samples," with the name or initials of the 
person or firm whom the traveller repre- 
sents. 

The journey of " Travellers' Samples," 
booked through from Brisbane to Gladstone, 
and vice versa, may be broken at Gympie, 
Maryborough, and Bundabcrg, as desired. 

Commercial travellers will be allowed to 
deposit articles in cloak-rooms for periods 
not exceeding one day free of charge. 
Travellers requiring cloak-room tickets must 
pay for them at the usual rate. 

Demi IB rage. 
When horse-boxes or carriage trucks are 
ordered for a given date, but are not loaded 
till a subsequent date, or not used by those 
for whom they were procured, a charge for 
demurrage of 10s, for each horse-box or car- 
riage truck per day will be made, except 
when the freight for the forward journey 
is less than the demurrage charge, in which 
case the charge will be the same per day 
as if the horse-box or truck -were used, 
v hen carriages are not unloaded within the 
time (twelve hours) allowed by the Depart- 
ment, a charge for demurrage of 10s. for 
each truck per day will be made. 

Gold Dust, Gold and Silver Bullion and 
Coin. 

The Commissioner shall not be deemed to 
be a common carrier in respecj. of the car- 
riage of gold or silver in bullion or coin, 
and will convey such only on the condition 
that it is consigned at the owner's risk.

Gold and silver coin, etc., up to £5,000 in 
value, sent in charge of an official in the 
permanent employ of a bank, company, or 
private firm will be carried free. 

If the value of the consignment exceeds 
Jt'10,000 a small compartment will be re- 
served without extra charge. 

The rates between Sydney and Brisbane 
will be 2s. 6d. per cent, on the value of 
bullion, and Is. per cent, on the value of 
coin — minimum charge, 4.20. Two bank 
officials travelling in charge will be allowed 
free of cost a reserved compartment and 
first-class return tickets; and if consign- 
ments are conveyed in opposite directions 
within three weeks for the same bank, and 
■ V the same officials, the minimum will be 
waived on the backward consignment and 
actual value only will be charged for. 

Returned empty gold boxes will be con- 
veyed free of charge. 

Passengers' Luggage. 

First-class passengers will be allowed free 
conveyance for ll^lb. of personal luggage, 



and second-class passengers 841b. Any ex- 
cess of these quantities will be charged at 
parcels rates unless sent by goods trains, 
when goods rates will be charged. 

Photographers will be allowed to carry 
their camera and stand, and dentists pro- 
fessional requisites, if not weighing more 
than 281b. in all, free of charge, and arti- 
sans' and mechanics' tools, and the riding 
saddle of a drover may be carried free, but 
the total weight, including personal luggage, 
in any case, must not exceed that allowed 
to passengers as above. 

Passengers journeying by special excur- 
sion trains will be allowed to carry luggage 
up to half the weights already specified. 

Any passenger may have packages of 
goods other than personal luggage carried 
in the same train by which he travels upon 
payment of the parcels rates, and by having 
the packages properly booked. 

Luggage must be at the station fifteen 
minutes before the train is timed to start, 
so as to allow sufficient time for weighing, 
labelling, and stowing. 

Passengers must have their names, and 
<he station to which they are proceeding, 
distinctly marked on their luggage, and 
should see that it is properly labelled. If 
through neglect of these precautions it is 
left behind and forwaiaed by a subsequent 
train, ordinary parcels rates will be 
charged. To prevent mistakes they should 
have all old labels removed. 

No luggage will be allowed to be placed in 
the carriages unless it is of such a size as 
to admit of its being put under the seat or 
in the rack without inconvenience to other 
passengers ; and luggage must not, in any 
circumstances, be placed on the seats. 

All luggage kept at a station will be 
charged the usual cloak-room rates for each 
package, and the Commissioner reserves the 
right to sell the same if unclaimed after 
three months. 

The Commissioner shall not be liable in 
respect of the luggage of any passenger, 
alleged to have been lost, unless it is shown 
that it was fully addressed, and that he 
delivered the same to an officer of the Com- 
niissioi.er and attended at the end of the 
journey at the guard's van to claim it. 

A bicylce, when accompanied by its 
owner, and not otherwise, will be charged 
as follows: — 13 miles and under, 6d. ; 14 to 
25 miles, Is. ; 26 to 50 miles, Is. 6d. ; 51 to 
75 miles, 2s.; 76 to 101 miles, 2s. 6d. ; 102 
to 150 miles, 3s.; and (id. for every addi- 
tional 50 miles or part thereof. 

Reserved Carriages. 
Compartments may be reserved, except on 
public holidays, provided sufficient notice is 
given to the station-master at the terminal 
station, and that there is accommodation on 
the train, on payment of the following 
minimum charges, viz.: — Saloon compart- 
ment, ten first-class fares; small compart- 
ment, four first-class fares. The fares of 
each passenger travelling in a reserved 
compartment over the minimum number 
must be paid for. 

Special Trains. 
Special trains may, whenever practicable, 
be run upon application to the nearest 
Traffic Manager; but no special train shall 
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be run on Sunday except in cases of extreme 
emergency and on payment of 25 per cent, 
extra. 

The charges payable in respect of the 
same are 5s. per mile (with a minimum of 
charge of £5), in addition to the full fares of 
all passengers travelling by the train, and 
the full rates payable in respect of horses, 
carriages, or goods conveyed thereby. 

When a special train returns within 
twelve hours from the time of its arrival 
at its destination the charges for the return 
journey will be one-half of the fares and 
rates abovementioned, and one-half the mile- 
age rate. 

Cloak-room Charges. 

Parcels, and the personal luggage of any 
passenger by railway, may, for convenience, 
be deposited in s the cloak-room of a railway 
station ; but the Commissioner shall not be 
liable, in respect of the loss of any parcel 
or luggage, for any claim in excess of the 
sum of £10, notwithstanding that the actual 
value of the _parcel or luggage lost may ex- 
ceed that amount. 

The following charges are payable for 
parcels and luggage deposited in cloak- 
rooms:— 
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These charges must be paid to the officer 
in charge of the cloak-room, from whom 
persons, on depositing parcels, will obtain a 
ticket, which must inuicate the number of 
parcels deposited, the name of the depositor, 
and the amount paid. 

These tickets are printed in duplicate, 
bound up in book form, and numbered in 
regular arithmetical progression. The infor- 



mation contained in each ticket when issued 
must be shown in the butt of the book re- 
tained in the cloak-room. 

Parcels so deposited will be given up on 
production of the ticket issued to the depo- 
sitor, and on payment of any overtime 
charges that may be due, for which latter 
a separate ticket, marked " Overtime 
charges, ' must be given to the depositor. 

Special cloak-room tickets, printed ift tri- 
plicate form, will, on application to the 
Commissioner, be issued to storekeepers, 
drapers, and others for use at railway sta- 
tion. One part of the ticket is to be 
affixed to the parcel, the uuplieate handed 
to the owner for presentation at the cloak- 
room when demanding the parcel, and the 
triplicate portion sent with the parcel to 
the cloak-room to be there signed by the 
officer in charge as evidence of the parcel 
having been deposited. 

The delivery of a parcel on presentation 
of the duplicate ticket issued to the owner 
shall release the Commissioner of all re- 
sponsibility in connection therewith ; and 
the possession of the duplicate ticket by the 
officer in charge of the cloak-room shall be 
considered prima facie evidence that the 
parcel or parcels mentioned therein have 
been correctly delivered. 

Horse, Carriage, and Dog Rates. 

The Commissioner will not be responsible 
for any loss of, or damage whatsoever to, 
horses whilst upon railway premises or 
waggons, unless such loss or damage has been 
occasioned by neglect on the part of rail- 
way employees, but under no circum- 
stances will the Commissioner be liable to 
pay any claim for the loss or damage to 
any horse, in excess of £25. 

Rates for Horses in Horse Boxes. 

One horse, Cd. per mile up to 100; od. per 
mile for 101 to 200 miles auutd to the 
charge for 100 miles, and 4d. per mile above 
200 added to the charge for 200 miles. 
Minimum charge, 7s. 6d. 

Two horses belonging to same owner in 
same horse-box, 4£d. each per mile up to 
100 miles, and 4d. each per mile for 101 to 
200 miles added to the charge for 103 miles, 
and 3d. each per mile above 200 added to 
the 200 miles charge. Minimum charge, 
12s. 6d. 

An entire will be charged as two horses; 
but the owner will have the privilege of 
loading another horse belonging to himself 
in the same box, at his own risk, without 
extra charge. 

A mare and foal at foot will be charged 
25 per cent, more than the rate for one 
horse. 

Racehorses will be charged ordinary rates 
to race meetings, and half rates when re- 
turning, provided they are returned unsold 
within one week after the meeting has been 
held, and on presentation of a certificate 
signed by the Secretary of the Race Club 
to the effect that the animals had been 
entered to run at the meeting, and were con- 
veyed by rail, and were now being returned. 

Stallions travelling as racehorses and not 
requiring a box each will be charged or- 
dinary rates each way. 
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Grooms or jockeys accompanying- race- 
horses and travelling in horse-boxes will be 
charged second-class fares. 

Pahcels, Etc. 

Stamped parcels (prepaid) will be carried 
on all Government railway lines within the 
State at the rates provided in the follow- 
ing table. Unstamped parcels shall be 
charged 25 per cent, additional. All parcels 
are subject to the same conditions as are 
prescribed for the carriage of goods under 
the Bailway Goods Traffic By-laws in force 
for the time being:

Conveyance of Pahcels by Mail Coaches. 

It has been agreed between the Postal and 
Railway Departments that when parcels in- 
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tended for delivery at townships, etc., be- 
yond the railway line are conveyed as far 
as they can be by rail, they may be sent to 
the nearest postmaster, in the vehicle con- 
veying the mails, to be forwarded through 
parcel post, and the postage collected on 
delivery to consignee. The Postal Depart- 
ment will not insist on prepayment of the 
postage on parcels received from the rail- 
way, but will not pay any railway charge. 

This regulation does not apply to parcels 
exceeding 11 lb. in weight or to parcels 
which, on account of their size or contents, 
the postmaster must, in accordance with the 
parcel post regulations, refuse to accept. 

Polo Ponies. 
Ponies travelling to and from polo matches 
will be charged full rates on the forward 
journey and half rates on the return journey 
on production of a certificate in accordance 
with the prescribed form from the secretary 
of the meeting. 



PARCELS, GOODS, & LIVE STOCK RATES. 

Adhesive Parcel Stamps, similar to postage 
stamps, will be issued at all railway sta- 
tions. All stamped parcels (except stamped 
newspaper parcels) must be booked. 

All parcels must, to admit of their being 
booked, be at stations fifteen minutes before 
the advertised time of departure of the train 
by which they are required to be forwarded. 
The Commissioner will not be liable for the 
loss of any parcel which is not booked. 

The Commissioner will not be liable for 
the loss of or injury to any parcel when the 
value exceeds £10, unless at the time of 
deliver}' thereof at the station for the pur- 
pose of being carried, the value and contents 
of the parcel have been ueclared by the per- 
son delivering the same, and a speoial risk 
rate has been paid to and accepted by the 
officer in charge. 

The following are the special risk rates 
which are payable in addition to the car-

Bicycles (except when otherwise provided 
for), tricycles, go-carts, perambulators (ex- 
cept when packed in cases), birds in cages 
(homing pigeons excepted, and which shall 
be charged half parcels rates), hats and 
bonnet boxes, opium, baskets (in bundles), 
wire bird-cages (occupied or unoccupied), 
coffins (empty), mirrors, pictures (packed or 
unpacked), gold-saving machines, furniture, 
sewing-machines, sewing-machine stands 
(unpacked), musical instruments (unpacked), 
photographs (unpacked), and cases of mil- 
linery will be charged at double rates. Tri- 
cycles, accompanied by their owners, will 
bo charged as follows :— 25 miles and under, 
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Is. 6d. each; 26 miles to 50 miles, 2s.; 51 
miles to 75 miles, 2s. 6d. each; 76 miles to 
101 miles, 3s. each; and 6d. each for every 
additional 50 miles or part of 50 miles. 

Perambulators and go-carts will be charged 
the same as bicycles, both accompanied anil 
unaccompanied by their owners. 

Bicycles, to carry four persons, will be 
charged quadruple rates. 

Motor tricycles will be charged quadruple 
bicycle rates. 

Tandem bicyles will be charged 50 per 
cent, more than the rates for ordinary 
bicycles, and " triplets " will be charged 
double rates. This to apply to " tandems," 
etc., accompanied by owners, and also when 
unaccompanied by owners. 

A bicycle, when accompanied by its owner, 
and not otherwise, will be charged as fol- 
lows: — 13 miles and under, 6d. ; 14 to 25 
miles, Is.; 26 to 50 miles, is. 6d. ; 51 to 75 
miles, 2s. ; 76 to 101 miles, 2s. 6d. ; 102 to 
150 miles, 3s. ; and 6d. for every additional 
50 miles or part thereof. 

Bicycles, packed in boxes or trunks, and 
labelled " commercial travellers' samples," 
will be treated the same as other commer- 
cial travellers' samples. 

The freight must be prepaid, and the bi- 
cycles carried at owner's risk, otherwise 
double parcels rates most be charged. 

In the case of bicycle tickets, the journey 
may be broken in the same manner as with 
ord inary passenger tickets, provided the 
journey is at the same time broken by the 
owner of the bicycle. 

Parcels of newspapers conveyed within the 
State will be charged at half parcels rates, 
but not more in any case than Id. per lb., 
irrespective of distance. Minimum charge, 
Id. per parcel. 

Packages of ice will be carried nt owner's 
risk only, and will be charged quarter's par- 
cels' rates. Minimum charge, 3d. When 
more than lcwt. is forwarded, the charge 
for the weight in excess must not exceed 
pro rata the charge for the first cwt. 

Packages of game, fresh meat, corned 
beef, butchers' small goods (cooked sausages, 
etc.), fresh fruit, butter, vegetables, cakes 
and pastry, and bread will be carried at 
owner's risk only, at half parcel rates. 
Minimum charge, 3d. 

Oysters will be charged half parcel rates, 
and will be carried at owner's risk only, 
provided that the half parcel rates are not 
higher than B class goods rate. Carriage to 
be prepaid. Minimum charge, 3d. 

Milk in bottles (packed in cases) will be 
charged one-fourth the ordinary parcels rate, 
and the same for the returned empties. 
Minimum charge 6d. for the full bottles; 
and 3d. for the returned empties. 

The carriage of all perishable articles must 
be prepaid or full parcels rates will be 
charged. 

Skimmed milk which has been previously 
conveyed by train and charged for as fresh 
milk, will be returned to the place from 
which it was originally sent at half the 
ordinary rates for fresh milk. 

When two or more parcels are consigned 
to the same person the parcels rate will be 
rharged on each separate parcel, except in 
the case of newspapers, fish, fruit, ice, and 
vegetables, which will be charged as for the 
gross weight, provided always that when the 



weight thereof exceeds 1 cwt. the charge for 
each succeeding hundredweight or part 
thereof shall not be in excess of the rate for 
the first hundredweight. 

Packed parcels — i.e., parcels addressed to 
separate consignees, and packed in hampers, 
crates, bags, cases, or other packages — will be 
charged quadruple rates, and the onus of 
proving that the parcels are not packed will 
rest with consignees or consignors. 

Parcels conveyed by passenger trains 
shall, if not removed from the Parcels Office 
on arrival, be subject to the same charges 
for storage as if deposited in a cloak-room. 

Books will be conveyed to and from Circu- 
lating Libraries or Schools of Arts and sub- 
scribers at half parcel rates, provided each 
parcel is accompanied by a certificate 
signed by the secretary of the institution 
to the effect that the books are being carried 
to and from subscribers. 

Fish in cases conveyed from the following 
stations on the Southport, Cleveland, Sand- 
gate, Pinkenba, and North Coast lines to 
Brisbane will be charged as follows: —

Roma street, 
Brunswick street, South Brisbane, Ipswich, 
Toowoomba, Maryborough, Bundaberg, and 
Rockhampton, by passenger trains are (unless 
the sender or consignee otherwise directs) 
delivered at the consignees' address instead 
of being retained at the railway station until 
called for. 

The Parcel Delivery Company, if desired, 
deliver addressed parcels on payment of the 
following charges in addition to the railway 
freight if not prepaid. For each parcel deli- 
vered within 3 miles of me railway station : 
— 281b. and under, 3d.; 291b. to ofilb., fid. ; 
571b. to 1121b., 9d. ; for every 2hlb. or part 
of 281b. over the first 1121b., 3d. 

Parcels of a perishable nature sent out 
specially will be charged double the above 
rates for delivery. 

The Parcel Delivery Company, if desired, 
collect parcels to be forwarded by railway. 
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•or deliver luggage left in the cloak-room, 
on same terms. 

Every parcel and package must be fully 
addressed.

Perishable goods in consignments not ex- 
ceeding lOcwt. from one consignor to one 
consignee are carried at bulk weight. 

Feathers, furniture, glass, hats, bonnet and 
hat boxes, cases of millinery, straw bonnets, 
mirrors, musical instruments, perambulators, 
sulkies in pieces, pictures, sewing machines, 
wicker work, wire cages, or other articles 
light or fragile, shall be charged 50 per cent, 
above parcels' rates. 

Between Brisbane and Sydney bicycles shall 
be charged 5s. each. 

Tandem bicycles, etc., between Brisbane 
and Sydney will be charged as follows: — Tan- 
dems — accompanied by owner, 8s. 9d. ; not 
accompanied by owner, 13s. 2d. Triplets — 
accompanied by owner, 10s. 6d. ; not ac- 



companied by owner, 15s. 9d. Tricycles and 
Quadruples — accompanied by owner, 14s. ; not 
accompanied by owner, 21s. 

Parcel stamps shall not be used in prepay- 
ment ot interstate parcels. 

Homing Pigeons and (jonvoyers Travel- 
ling with Homing Pigeons. 

Baskets or small cages used for the car- 
riage ot homing pigeons will be conveyed 
free of charge on the return journey — 
owners to take all risk. 

Homing pigeons in cages returned by rail, 
when prevented by unfavourable weather 
from flying, will be charged the goods rate 
| for returned empties. 

I Persons travelling as convoyers in charge 
! of homing pigeons, and presenting certificates 
or letters signed by the secretary of the 
Queensland Homing Society, may be charged 
i half return fares. 

Packed parcels — i.e., parcels addressed to 
separate consignees, and packed in hampers, 
orates, bags, cases, or other packages — will 
be charged quadruple rates, and the onus of 
proving that the parcels are not packed will 
rest with the consignees or consignors. 

Dogs and Small Animals. 
Dogs and other small animals will be car- 
ried in dog-boxes or guard s brake van only, 
and should be provided with chains or other 
j sufficient means to secure them; the Com- 
missioner, however, will not be responsible 
for their safety. Under no circumstances 
will dogs be allowed to travel in pa-ssenger 
carriages. 

Rates for Dogs. 
The rates for conveyance of dogs, which 
must be prepaid in all cases by parcel stamps, 
are as follow:— 10 miles and under, 6d. ; 
above 10 miles and not exceeding 20 miles, 
9d.; above 20 miles and not exceeding 40 
miles, Is.; above 40 miles and not exceeding 
80 miles, Is. 6d. ; above 80 miles and not ex 
ceeding 100 miles, 2s.; above 100 miles and 
not exceeding 130 miles, 2s. 6d. ; above 130 
miles and not exceeding 150 miles, 3s.; above

the charge for a dog be in excess of the 
second-class passenger fare.

Dog9 and other small animals must be re- 
moved from the station premises immediately 
after the arrival of the train, otherwise they 
will be maintained at the owner's risk and 
expense; and if not claimed within three 
days they may be sold by auction, and the 
proceeds applied in the same manner as is 
herein directed in the case of unclaimed 
horses. 

Sporting dogs will be charged ordinary 
rates to and from coursing - meetings. 

Small Animals in Boxes or Crates bt 
Passenger Trains. 

Small animals, such as puppy dogs, cats, 
sucking pigs, etc., in boxes, orates, or 
basket will be charged at parcel rates, plua- 
50 per cent. 
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Rates tor Carriages. 

First 100 miles, 6d. per mile; 101 to 200 
miles, 4u. per mile, added to the rate for 100 
miles; 201 to 300 miles, 3d. per mile added 
to the rate for 200 miles ; over 300 miles, 2d. 
per mile, added to the rate for 300 miles. 
Minimum charge, 10a. 

Corpses. 

The rate for each corpse will be Cd. per 
mile. Minimum charge, 20s. Corpses will 
not be received for conveyance unless a 
medical certificate be produced, setting forth 
that death was not caused by any infectious 
or contagious disease. 

Live Stock Kates. 

All live stock to be loaded and unloaded by 
senders and consignees respectively, and car- 
ried at owner's risk. 

Horses, Cattle, and Calves. — The mini- 
mum charge for 10 miles and under is as 
follows: — Half -4-wheel waggon (not exceeding 
3 head), 4s.; 4-wheeled waggon, 5s. 6d. 
(TownBville Railway, 7s.) ; 6-wheeled wag- 
gon, 8s. ; small 8-wheeled Townsville Railway, 
8s.; large 8-wheeled waggons all lines, lis. 

Sheep and Goats. — The minimum charge 
for 10 miles and under is: — Half -4-wheel van 
(except on Central Railway), 5s. 6d. ; 4-wheel 
van (all lines except on Central Railway), 
7s. 6d. ; 4-wheel van Central Railway, 9s. 
6d. ; 6-wheeled vans, all railways, 15s. ; 8- 
wheeled vans, all lines, i8s. ; small 8-wheeled 
vans on Townsville Railway, 15s. 6d. 

Pigs will be charged 20 per cent, more 
than the rates for sheep. 

Beyond 10 miles a specific rate for each 
mile carried. 

Calves, pigs, goats, or sheep in crates, 
cases, sacks, or otherwise secured, will bo 
charged at first-class rates. Small calves at 
foot will be carried free. 

Store sheep and cattle which are required 
to travel for grass or water, will be conveyed 
when convenient, by special arrangement, at 
a reduction of one-third less than the or- 
dinary rates. 

A return second-class free pass will be 
issued to drover or drovers accompanying live 
stock on the basis of one pass to each 50 
head of horses or cattle, or 500 sheep, on 
condition that they attend to the same 
during carriage. Such pass will include a 
dog for each drover. 

Books to or from Circulating Libraries or 
School of Arts and Subscribers, are charged 
half-paroel rates. 



Goods Rates. 

Goods are charged at schedule rates per 
mile, according to the following classifica-

26 to 49 miles, Id. per gallon; 41 to 100 
miles, lid. per gallon; 101 to 200 miles, 2d. 
per gallon. Minimum charge, 3d. 

When milk is not prepaid by stamps, an 
additional charge of 25 per cent, shall be- 
made. Empty milk-cans will be returned free. 

Rates for Cream. 

The rates for cream when prepaid by 
stamps are as under: — 15 miles and under, 
fd. per gallon; 16 to 25 miles, Id. per gallon ; 
25 to 40 miles, l^d. per gallon ; 41 mile i to 
100 miles, 2d. per gallon; 101 miles to 200' 
miles, 3d. per gallon ; over 200 miles, 4d. per 
gallon. Minimum charge, 3d. 

When cream is not prepaid by stamps, an 
additional charge of 25 per cent, shall be 
made. Empty cream cans will be returned 
free. 

The full capacity of milk and cream cans 
shall always be charged for, whether filled or 
not, and senders' and consignees' names and 
addresses shall be distinctly shown on brass 
labels securely fixed to the cans. 

Timber — Minimum Charge. 

The minimum charge for the carriage of 
timber shall be as for the following weight* 
mentioned in connection with each class of 
truck respectively: — 

Timber Squared, or in Log. — Pine, cedar, 
silky oak, sassafras, bailygum, white bark, 
cudgeree, and silkwood : — In trucks of 25 J 
feet and over, 5 tons; in trucks under 2.H 
feet, except 4-wheeled trucks, 4 tons ; in 
4-wheeled timber trucks, 2\ tons. All other 
timber. — In trucks of 25i feet and over, T 
tons ; in trucks under 25i feet, except 4- 
wheeled' trucks, 6 tons; in 4-wheeled timber 
trucks, 4 tons. Sawn or Split Timber.— In 
trucks of 25J feet and over, 4 tons ; in trucks 
under 25£ feet, except 4-wheeled trucks, 3 
tons ; in 4-wheeled timber trucks, 2 tons. 

If timber can be loaded in a 4-whceled 
goods waggon ((F or T Class), the minimum 
charge will be as for one ton at A Class rate, 
or for actual weight at nrst-class if cheaper. 

Timber of unusual length, requiring guard 
trucks will be charged additional rates. 

Rates for carriage of timber in logs shall 
be according to measured weight as fol- 
lows : — 

Pine, cedar, silky oak, sassafras, bailygum, 
white bark, cudgeree, and silkwood, 50 cubic 
feet to the ton; all other timber, 30 cubic 
feet to the ton. 

Minimum Charge for Small Consignment*. 

The minimum charge in respect of the car- 
riage of small consignments of goods (except 
dangerous goods), shall be as follows for each

Wool. 

The Commissioner will, unless otherwise in- 
structed, deliver all wool within the Munici- 
palities of North Brisbane (Kangaroo Point 
Ward excepted), South Brisbane, Bockhamp- 
ton, and Townsville, on the days and during 
the hours within which goods warehouses are 
open. The charge for the delivery of wool by 
drays shall be Is. per ton in addition to the 
railway rate.

Registration.— Any letter, letter card, post card, packet, or newspaper, complying with 
the Regulations relating thereto, and bearing the registration fee of 3d. in addition to 
the correct amount of postage shall be accepted for registration. The registration of an 
article renders its transmission much more secure, and the loss of a registered article is a 
very rare occurrence; the public are advised to register all articles containing anything 
of an important nature, and when sending bank notes, drafts, etc., to take note of the 
numbers and other particulars thereof. 

Articles intended for registration should on no account be dropped into a pillar-receiver 
or posting-box, but must be presented at a post or receiving office during ordinary office 
hours, and a receipt for same obtained on the proper form. 
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Where any postmaster or officer of the Post Office has reasonable cause to believe that 
any unregistered letter or packet contains any valuable enclosure other than money orders 
or bills of exchange, acceptances, or promissory notes payable to order, cheques, or postal 
notes or postage stamps not exceeding five shillings in value, such postmaster or officer may 
register such letter or packet, and charge it with double the prescribed fee for registration, 
and the sum to be so paid shall be written on such letter or packet by the postmaster or 
officer of the Post Office who registers the same, and such fee shall be paid by the person 
to whom it is addressed before delivery, unless such person, before delivery, opens the letter 
in the presence of some postmaster or officer of the Post Office, and it is found not to contain 
any valuable enolosuro, in which case such fee shall not be charged. Poisons must also be 
registered in Queensland. 

The sender of a registered article may obtain an acknowledgment of its due delivery to 
the addressee or other person to whom it is delivered by paying in advance, at the time 
of registration, a fee of 2id. in addition to the postage and registration fee. 

The sender must enter, in the form provided for the purpose, both his own name and 
address, and the name and address of the person to whom the article is sent, and he must 
also affix to the form in payment of the fee, a postage stamp of the value of 21., which the 
postmaster or other officer should cancel in the ordinary way. 

Post Office Express Delivery Service by Telegraph Messengers. 

Letters ftnd packets not exceeding 8 ounces in weight may be specially delivered as 
follows, namely : — 

(1) By special messenger all the way. — To secure this service, letters and packets 
must be handed in at an " Express Delivery " Post Office. The fee is 4d. per mile 
for the first mile, and thereafter 2d. per half-mile up to 2 miles, with a minimum 
of 5d. including postage. 

(2) By special messenger after transmission by post. — For this service a letter or 
packet may be posted at any post or receiving office, or in any letter-box or 
posting receptacle, and be " expressed " on reaching the delivery office, providing 
such office is an express delivery office. The fee of id. in addition to the ordinary 
postage must be prepaid by affixed postage stamps. 

(3T By special delivery in advance of the ordinary delivery by postman.— By this 
me<vns any person may make an arrangement with the postmaster of any express 
delivery office to secure the immediate delivery of his own correspondence on its 
arrival. Letters or packets must not weigh more than 8oz. each, or 41b. in the 
aggregate, and the full express fee of 4d. a mile or fraction of a mile must be 
paid for one article, and id. for every additional article beyond the first. 
(4) Special delivery by travelling mail officers at all railway stations where the 
mail trains are timed to stop without passing through the local post office or 
waiting local delivery. The delivery fee of 4d. must be affixed by postal stamp 
together with tho ordinary postage and the usual late fee, and letters or packets 
so stamped may be accepted by any travelling mail officer for delivery at any 
railway platform where the mail train is timed to stop. 
Exprkss Delivery Offices in Queensland. — Albion, Bowen, Brisbane, Bundaberg, 
Cairns, Charleville, Charters Towers, Cooktown, Croydon, Dalby, Fortitude Valley, Gladstone, 
Gympie, Ipswich, Mackay, Maryborough, Mount Morgan, Normanton, One-mile, Petrie 
Terrace, Queenton, Rookhampton," Roma, Sandgate, South Brisbane, Southport, Toowong, 
Toowoomba, Townsville, Warwick, Woolloongabba, and such other offices as the Deputy 
Postmaster-General may from time to time appoint. 

NEWSPAPERS. 
Definition of Newspaper and Supplement. 

A newspaper shall meau any publication known and recognised as a newspaper in the 
for ne sa" y if- 8eUSe ° f W ° rd ' Print6d published within the Commonwealth 

(o) it consists in substantial part of news and articles relating to current topics, or 
of religious, technical, or practical information; and (6) it is published in 
numbers at intervals of not more than one month; and (c) the full title and date 
of publication are printed at the top of the first page, and the whole or part 
of the title and the date of publication are printed at the top of every subsequent 
page. 

A publication printed on paper and issued as a supplement to a newspaper shall be 
deemed to be a supplement and to be part of the newspaper if — 

(a) it consists in substantial part of reading matter other than advertisements, or of 
engravings, prints, lithographs, or coloured supplements; and (6) it is enclosed 
in each posted oopy of the newspaper with which it is issued; and (c) it has the 
title of the newspaper with which it is issued printed on the top of each page 
of letterpress; and (d) it is not of a size or form which makes it inconvenient 
for carriage or delivery by post. 

Registration of Newspapers. 

The proprietor, printer, or publisher of any newspaper, as defined by Section 28 of the 
Post and Telegraph Act, 1901, may register it at the General Post Office of any State 
subject to the following conditions: — 
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(a) The application for registration must be made in writing, (ft) Tt must contain a 
description of the newspaper to be registered, and show at what intervals the 
same is or is intended to be published, (e) It must be accompanied by a copy 
of the newspaper to be registered, and a fee of 5s. 
The Deputy Postmaster-General of such State may from time to time, subject to appeal 
as hereinafter mentioned, revise the register, and may call upon the proprietor, printer, 
or publisher of any publication, a posted copy of which contains indecent or obscene matter, 
or which by reason of the proportion of advertisements to other matter therein or for any 
other reason is not within the foregoing definition, to show cause why such publication 
should not be removed from the register, and if sufficient cause be not shown he may 
remove it accordingly, and any publication for the time being on the register shall be 
deemed a registered newspaper. 1'ublishers of registered newspapers are required to print 
on the first page of each copy issued the words " Registered at the General Post 
Office, , for transmission by post as a newpaper." 

No publication which after the expiration of one month from the 1st December, 1901, 
is tendered for transmission at any Post Office in the Commonwealth shall be sent by post 
as a newspaper unless the foregoing provisions have been complied with. 

Any proposed change in the form of a newspaper must be submitted for the considera- 
tion of the Deputy Postmaster-General. 

Any Deputy Postmaster-General may refuse to transmit or deliver any issue of a 
publication if such issue contains indecent or obscene matter. 

Any posted newspaper found to contain indecent or obscene matter may be destroyed 
by order of the Postmaster-General. 

A copy of each issue of every registered newspaper in Queensland must be sent to the 
Deputy Postmaster-General, at Brisbane, and it shall not be necessary to prepay such copies. 

All unregistered or irregularly-posted newspapers, and all newspapers having any 
matter which is not. a supplement accompanying them, shall be treated as packets. 

Genera! Regulations. 

A newspaper may be sent either with or without a cover but must lie open at both 
ends, and there shall not be in or upon any such newspaper or the cover thereof any com- 
munication, character, figure, letter, or number (other than the words "newspaper only"; 
or a line drawn through any report, article, or paragraph therein ; the printed title of 
such newspaper, the printed names, occupations, and places of business of the printer, 
publisher, and vendor thereof, the name, occupation, and address of the person to whom it 
is sent and the name of the person who sends the same), nor shall anything other than a 
supplement be enclosed in, or with, or accompany sucn newspaper or cover, otherwise such 
newspaper shall not be transmitted or delivered. 

Provided always that any newspaper bearing on the cover or outside of the fold, 
any printed matter, not permitted for newspapers, may be transmitted at the rate charged 
for " printed papers." 

If a newspaper addressed to any place within the Commonwealth be found to contain 
writing or any illegal enclosure, it may be forwarded to its destination charged according 
to its weight, with the full amount of postage at the rate to which the enclosure would 
properly be subjected; but if the newspaper be addressed to any place beyond the Common- 
wealth, it shall be sent to the Dead Letter Office. This regulation shall apply to any 
newspaper whether posted in the Commonwealth or received from places beyond. 

Newspapers except those forwarded in bulk, addressed to several persons, to be delivered 
separately at each address, must not be tied up in bundles, and each newspaper must bear 
the proper postage. 

Two or more newspapers to the same address can be tied together, but the outside news- 
paper or wrapper must bear on its face or addressed side the full postage for each paper, 
and the parcel should be tied so that the number of papers can be counted. 

Newspapers (not being" those forwarded in bulk) made up in packets bearing the same 
address can be transmitted at printed-paper rate of postage, but the weight of any such 
packet mu3t not exceed 51b. 

Collected numbers of a newspaper shall not be transmitted through the post as a single 
newspaper, but postage must be paid on each copy contained therein. 

When, owing to a great influx of newspapers, the transmission or delivery of letters 
•would be delayed if the whole were dealt with without distinction, newspapers may be 
kept back until a later despatch or delivery. 

Newspaper contents bills are not admissible at newspaper rate, but must be paid for 
at packet rate. They may, however, if properly addressed and having the requisite postage 
affixed, be placed under the string of the bundle of newspapers to which they refer, thus 
securing their delivery with the newspapers. 

PACKETS. 

Packets may consist of Commercial Papers, Printed Papers, or Patterns, Samples, and 
Merchandise as hereinafter denned. 

Commercial Papers. 

Commerc : al papers include all papers and documents not wholly printed, which have 
not the character of actual or personal correspondence, such as — Acceptances, accounts, 
invoices, receipts, bankers' packets, bank pass-books, or pass-books or cards connected with 
a Society, bills of exchange, bills of lading, drafts, drawing (not wholly printed), examina- 
tion paper (corrections allowed), insurance documents (policies, etc.), invoices, legal docu- 
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ments (affidavits, briefs, deeds, depositions, etc.). manuscript or forms filled up in writing 
for printing or publication, maps (not wholly printed), music (written;, notice of meetings, 
obliterated postago stamps, pay-sheets, plans (not wholly printed), prices current, promis- 
sory-notes signed or unsigned, rate notices, receipts, returns or periodical statements, scrip, 
sliips' manifests, specifications, spent letters (that is, letters which have clearly served 
their original purpose, and are at least two months old), stock sheets, travellers' cards, - 
circulars or orders, travelling stock notices, way-bills, and other similar articles. 

Printed Papers of all kinds except Newspapers. 

Printed papers include all printed matter (except newspapers), such as books, magazines, 
pamphlets, sheets of music, visiting cards, address cards, circulars (wholly printed), proofs 
of printing, papers impressed with points in relief for the use of the blind, engravings, 
photographs, and albums containing photographs, pictures, drawings, plans, maps, cata- 
logues, prospectuses, announcements, and notices of various kinds, and similar articles, 
whether loose or in book form. Printed patterns usually sent in or with a magazine or 
journal of fashion printed in the Commonwealth of Australia from type Bet up therein, or 
from stereotyped plates made therefrom, may be considered as part of such magazine or 
journal. 

The following may also be allowed to pass as printed papers, viz.: — Circulars which are 
in other respects admissible, but which are printed or lithographed in characters resembling 
those of the type-writer, or are produced by means of any mechanical process from written 
or typewritten originals, may be transmitted at the " Printed Papers " rate of postage, 
provided they are handed in at the counter of a Post Office, and at least twenty copies 
precisely identical are posted at the same time. Each cover must be marked by the sender 
" 20 posted." 

All printed matter with written additions, corrections, or alterations must be sent 
as commercial papers, but writing in the nature of a letter or personal communication 
is not permissible, and if any such writing appear on the article the latter may be 
charged as an insufficiently prepaid letter. 

Cards bearing the inscription " Post Card " shall not be allowed to pass as printed 
papers. 

Patterns, Samples, and Merchandise. 

The following and similar articles may be forwarded under this class, viz.: — Glass, 
merchandise, mineral specimens, natural history specimens (such as dried or preserved 
animals or plants, geological specimens, etc., when sent for no commercial purpose), liquids, 
oils, and fatty substances, ointment, soft soap, resin, dry powders, whether dyes or not, 
paper, parchment or vellum, patterns, live bees and live but harmless entomological 
specimens, samples, seeds, wedding cake (securely packed). Patterns and samples may 
contain the name and commercial style of the sender, the address of the person for whom 
they are intended, the manufacturer's or trade mark, numbers, prices, and indications 
relative to weight or measurement and dimensions, or to the quantity to be disposed of, or 
such as are necessary to determine the origin and the nature of the goods. 

General Packet Regulations. 

The maximum weight for a packet of commercial papers or printed papers shall be 
Sib.; and for patterns, samples, and merchandise, lib. No packet may exceed 2 feet in 
length, or 1 foot in depth or breadth, or if in a roll 2 feet 6 inches in length, or be 
of inconvenient form. 

Wholly unpaid or insufficient prepaid packets posted in the Commonwealth for delivery 
therein may be forwarded to destination charged with double the deficiency. 

A packet may be sent through the post either without a cover (when it must not be 
fastened with anything adhesive), or in a cover entirely open at one end or side, or with 
the flap left unsealed, or fastened with a binder, or tied with string, so as to permit of 
' easy withdrawal of the contents. 

PRIVATE MAIL BAGS. 

A private mail bag miky be made up for any person, or for a number of persons, 
residing on a mail route, but beyond a mile from a post office, subject to the following 
Regulations : — 

1. The charge for making up a private bag shall be £2 per annum, payable in advance. 

2. Payments must be arranged so that renewal fees fall due on the 1st January in each 
year; new subscribers to pay the proportion of fee at the annual rate from the first day of 
the quarter in which they commence to the end of December following. 

8, The bag, which must be of leather or strong canvas, must be provided at the cost 
of the person requiring it, and be large enough to contain all articles sent and received by 
post ; if furnished with a lock, two keys must be provided — one for the postmaster and the 
other for the owner. 

i. The postmaster must lock or seal the bag for despatch, and it must be returned 
in like manner; if a seal is UCed, the impression must be made known to the postmaster. 

.">. The bag may contain postal articles for all persons in the employ of the proprietor, 
or who, with the written consent of the proprietor of the bag, give written authority to 
the postmaster to enclose them in such bag The person who pays for the bag shall be 
responsible for the unpaid postage on all postal articles contained in the bag. He must 
furnish receipts for such of its contents as may have been registered, and forward to the 
post office acknowledgments of delivery, duly signed by the addressees. The proprietor of 

F 
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the bag must return all correspondence for persons who have left his station or place, 
and also any letters, etc, enclosed in error. Every bag must have printed upon it, or upon 
a leather or metal label, securely attached to the bag, the name of the owner, or the 
place where it is to be delivered, as well as the name of the post office with which it is 
exchanged. When a bag is made up for a number of persons the name of one of the number, 
to whom the bag may be addressed, must be specified. Telegrams enclosed in a private bag 
may be transmitted free of postage; but other correspondence so enclosed and intended 
for delivery at the township where the bag is opened or for onward despatch, must bear 
the oorrect amount of postage payable thereon. 

6. In case of non-payment, of postage or detention of receipts or acknowledgments for 
registered articles, the postmaster may decline to forward any more articles of those classes. 

7. A contractor is bound to convey and deliver, free of charge, all private bags given 
him by the postmaster or under his instruction, but he is not required to deviate from the 
usual mail route or road, unless instructed by the Deputy Postmaster-General, and must on 
no account be delayed. Should the return bag not be ready at the appointed time and 
plaoe, the contractor must not wait for it. 

Private Boxes. 

Locked Private Boxes may be rented at the General Post Office, and where provided 
at other post offloes, on payment, in advance, of a fee of £1, £2, or £3 per annum, 
according to the size of box required. Payments must be arranged so that renewal fees 
fall due on the 1st January in each year; new subscribers to pay the proportion of fee 
at the annual rate from the first day of the quarter in which they commence to the 
end of December following. Two keys shall be supplied with each box, but a fee of Is. shall 
be charged for the use of each additional key supplied, and keys must not be obtained 
elsewhere than from the Department. On a box-holder relinquishing the use of a box he 
shall be required to, at once, return all keys supplies to him, as they are the property 
of the Postmaster-General, otherwise he shall be charged the rental foe for the box until 
they are returned. If a key be lost, information must at once be given to the officer in 
charge of the local post office and the remaining key or keys returned to such officer, when 
a new lock, for which a charge of 5s. shall be made, will be fitted in the box, and two 
keys supplied. The Postmaster-General may refusp to let a private box to any person or 
persons, and may cancel the tenancy of a private box at any time, if he considers such 
box is intended to be, or is being used for objectionable purposes. Private boxes shall be 
let only on the foregoing conditions, and upon any breach thereof the Postmaster-General 
may at once withdraw permission for the use of a box. 

Note. — It materially facilitates the sorting, and consequently the delivery, of cor- 
respondence when it bears as portion of the address the number of the box. The Postmaster- 
General, therefore, invites the assistance and co-operation of correspondents and box-holders 
in this regard. 

PARCELS POST. 

Limit of WElGm and Size. — Parcels not exceeding 111b. in weight, 3 feet 6 inches in 
length, or 6 feet in length and girth combined, may be accepted for transmission from 
and to all Paroel Post Offices in the Commonwealth, served by railway, coach, or steamboat. 
Parcels from or to Parcel Post Offices within the Commonwealth, not served by railway, 
coach, or steamboat, must not exceed 31b. in weight; should a parcel be received exceeding 
that weight addressed to a place to which it is not transmissible, it must be forwarded to 
the nearest Parcel Post Office on the mail route, served by railway, coach, or steamboat, 
and the addrossee be duly advised thereof. The Inland Paroel Post is not at present in 
operation in Western Australia, and parcela are not conveyed by horse services in Queensland 
or South Australia. 

Parcels exceeding 111b. in weight or of greater dimensions than those prescribed shall 
not be acoepted for transmission through the post. Any such parcels which may be irre- 
gularly posted must not be forwarded to destination, but, if practicable, returned to the 
sender. 

The postage must be fully prepaid by means of adhesive postage stamps, which the 
sender or person handing in the parcel must affix either close to the address on the wrapper, 
or to a label, obtainable at any post office. If the contents of a parcel be of a fragile 
nature, or postage stamps will not readily adhere to the wrapper, such stamps must be 
affixed to a tie-on label attached to the parcel. Postal officials must not affix postage 
stamps to the labels or covers of parcels. 

In addition to the name and address of the person for whom it is intended, every parcel 
must bear the name and address of the sender on the wrapper thus : — From of 

The contents of parcels must be securely packed and closed in suoh a manner as to 
preserve them from injury and from injuring other parcels. Parcels containing— 

(a) fragile articles— millinery, toys, musical instruments, etc. ; (6) perishable articles— 
jfllfes b eto ei> ' fl<mera ' flBb ' etc - : (c> or ««»<-K8HM«-medicinei, oils, paints, 

must be so securely packed as to prevent the contents from escaping and the covers or 
vessels in which they are enclosed must be sufficiently strong to prevent breakage in 
transmission. The word "Fragile" or "Perishable," as the case may be, and the nature 
of the covering or vessel, and contents, must be indorsed on the outer wrapper. The edges 
and points of all sharp instruments must bo protected, and articles which are likely to 
injuro other articles must be packed in separate parcels. When considered necessary by the 
Postmaster-General, hermetically-sealed tins, and wooden packing-boxes, with a sufficient 
quantity of absorbent matter, must be used. 
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The wrappers of parcels which have beoome torn or damaged in transit must be 
made as secure as. practicable. If the address of any parcel be rendered illegible, such parcel 
must, if possible, be returned to the sender. 

A parcel intended for transmission by parcel post must not be posted in a posting box 
or pillar, but must be hnnded in at a parcel post office, and the officer to whom it is 
handed must check the weight, size, and postage, before accepting it ; if it be not fully 
prepaid, or exceed the limit of weight or size it must not be accepted. 

Where satisfactory arrangements can be made, parcels shall be delivered as addressed. 
At all other parcel post offices notice shall be given to addressees, and delivery must be 
taken at the Parcel Post Office. In all cases senders must advise addressees by post of 
despatch of parcels, so as to insure prompt delivery. 

A receipt must be given by the addressee or his agent before delivery of a parcel. In 
the case of roadside delivery, addressees may authorise a mailman to receive and sign for 
their parcels at the parcel post offioe nearest to their address; but any such authority must 
be in writing, with the name of the mailman inserted. 

If the sender of a parcel posted for delivery within the Commonwealth apply for its 
return to him prior to Its despatch from the office at which it was posted, such parcel shall 
be handed back without charge, but the postage paid thereon shall not be refunded. If, 
after its despatch from the office at which posted, but before delivery to the addressee, the 
sender applies for the return of a parcel, the request must, if possible, be complied with, 
but before it is handed back to him, the sender must pay half postage at the fully prepaid 
rate, but not less than (id. together with the cost of telegram of advice, if one has been 
Tequired, and any other charges due on such parcel. 

The following shall lie the rates of postage charged on inland and interstate parcels,

* Note,— Parcels posted at places between Charleville and Windorah, and Eongreach and 
Windorah/ and vice versa, for places between Windorah and Birdsville, are carried at the 
usual rateB, but from other places in Queensland for places beyond Windorah the rate is 
fid. per lb. 

Opening of Parcels and Examination of Contents.— Parcels may be opened and 
examined by Postal Officers, but after so opening the examining officer must securely 
refasten them. In the case of parcels from places beyond the State of destination, their 
contents may be examined by the Customs officers in the parcel post office, and, where 
dutiei are payable, the same must be paid before the parcels are delivered. Parcels may, 
however, be forwarded in bond to places where Customs officers are stationed, to be opened 
in the presence of such officers, who must collect and account for any duty payable on them. 
Parcels, the contents of which are not dutiable, must be forwarded at once to the Parcel 
Post Offlco nearest to destination. The necessary Customs entries will be passed free of 
cost to the addressees of parcels received. 



Money Orders. 

Money orders shall be issued and paid as under: — 

At the Chief Money Order Office of each State— Monday to Friday, 9.30 a.m. to 3.30 p.m.; 
Saturday, 9.30 a.m. to noon. At all other money order offices within the Commonwealth 
daily, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; but offices may be opened and closed at other hours when deemed 
necessary by the Post master -General. 

The rates of commission chargeable for the issue of money orders shall be: — 

If payable in the State of issue for sums not exceeding £5, 6d. ; exceeding £5 but not 
exceeding £'10, Is.; exceeding £10 but not exceeding £15, Is. fid.; exceeding £15 but not 
exceeding £'20, 2s. If payable in other Australian States, New Zealand, and Fiji, for sums 
not exceeding £2, 6d. ; exceeding £2 but not exceeding £5, Is.; exceeding £5 but not exceed- 
ing £'7, Is. fid. ; exceeding £7 but not exceeding £10, 2s.; exceeding £10 but not exceeding 
£12, 2s. 6d. ; exceeding £12 but not exceeding £15, 3s.; exceeding £15 but not exceeding 
£17, 3s. 6d. ; exceeding £17 but not exceeding £20, 4s. If payable in the United Kingdom, 
other British Possessions, and Foreign Countries, fid. for each pound or fraction of a pound. 

Applications for money orders must be in writing, and must contain the information 
necessary to insure payment of the proper person. The Christian names at full length must 
be furnished if possible, not merely the initials. The usual designation of a corporation, 
company, society, firm, official title, etc., will suffice as remittee or payee. The name of 
the State, or Country, in addition to the town where payment is desired, must be stated. 
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as towns of the same name exist in different parts of the world, such as Bristol, Croydon, 
Campbelltown, Gladstone, Ipswich, Maitland, Maryborough-, Newcastle, Perth, Richmond, 
Queenstown, Wellington, etc. The address of the remitter must also be furnished in order 
that he may be communicated with if necessary. Forms of application may be obtained 
at any money order office. 

No single order payable in the Commonwealth, New Zealand, Canada, Germany, India, 
or the United States of America may be issued for more than £20; to all other places the 
limit is £10 except that the maximum amount of a money order from Jew South Wales or 
Victoria to Italy may be £20. Two or more orders may be obtained when it is desired to 
remit larger amounts. No order may contain a fraction of a penny. 

Postal Notes. 

Postal Notes may be obtained at the Chief Money Order Office, Monday to Friday, 9.30 
a.m. to 3.30 p.m. ; Saturday, 9.80 a.m. to noon At the Stamps Sales Office, and General Post 
Office in each State, during office hours when the Money Order Office is closed. At most post 
offices in the Commonwealth, during the hours they are open for the sale of stamps. 

They shall be payable at all postal note offices, during the hours the latter are open for 
the transaction of business.

The value of the notes have been so arranged that any sum of shillings and sixpences 
up to £1 can be remitted by not more than two of these notes. 

Broken amounts not exceeding 5d. (but no fractions of a penny) may be added by 
affixing unobliterated and imperforated postage stamps of the State of issue to the face 
of a note, when the value of the notes and stamps together will be paid. 

The name of the person to whom it is desired payment shall be made may be inserted 
in the space provided for that purpose in which case the note must be receipted by such 
person, and if it be presented for payment by any other person he must also receipt the 
note. The name of a money order or postal note at which it is desired payment shall be 
made may be inserted, when (except as mentioned below) the postal note shall be payable 
at that office only. 

A postal note may be crossed (like a cheque), when it shall be paid only through a bonk. 
A note so crossed may be paid at any money order or postal note office in the Common- 
wealth, notwithstanding that the name of an office other than that at which it is pre- 
sented has been inserted. Notes so crossed must, besides being signed by the payee, be pre- 
sented by a bank official and bear an impression of the bank's stamp. 

If the spaces for name of payee and paying office be not filled up, or if the note be made 
Payable to "Bearer," the value thereof may be paid at any money order or postal note office 
in the Commonwealth, on the person by whom it is presented duly receipting the same. 

After a postal note has been paid, by whomsoever presented, the Postmaster-General 
shall not be liable for any further claim. 

After the expiration of six months from the last day of the month of issue, a postal 
note shall be cashed only at the General Post Office of the State of issue and on payment 
of a commission equal to the amount of the original poundage, for each period of six 
months, or portion thereof, beyond the first six months from month of issue; the amount 
of such commission must be affixed in unobliterated and imperforated postage stamps of the 
State to the face of the note. A postal note presented for payment after six months from 
the month of issue shall not be paid until reference has been made to the Chief Money Order 
Office of the State. 

If a postal note contain any alteration or erasure, or be cut, defaced, or mutilated, 
payment may be refused. 

No stamp duty is charged on any postal note issued or paid within the Commonwealth. 
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Hours of Business.— Telegraph offices shall be open to the public during the hours 
following: — 

At Brisbane Head Office from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. At most other offices from 9 a.m. to 
(i p.m., and at the more important other offices from 8 p.m. to 9 p.m., except Saturdays. 

Prepaid telegrams may be dropped into the box provided at each telegraph station 
for that purpose, at any time when the office is closed, and shall be transmitted when 
business is resumed. Such telegrams, with full fee, must be enclosed in sealed envelopes. 
If the full amount payable for the transmission of a telegram be not enclosed the latter 
shall be forwarded to its destination, but the addressee shall be required to pay, before 
delivery, the amount short-paid, together with the cost of the necessary instructions to the 
delivering office to collect the amount of deficiency. 
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Scale of Charges. 

On din Altr Telegrams. — Town and Suburban, within prescribed limits, or within fifteen 
miles from the sending- station, including address and signature — Not exceeding sixteen 
words, 6d. ; each additional, word Id. Other places within the State except Town and 
Suburban, including address and signature — Not exceeding . sixteen words, 9d. ; each addi- 
tional word, Id. Interstate — i.e., from any one State to any other State, including address 
and signature — Not exceeding sixteen words, Is. ; each additional word, Id. 

On telegrams from and to Tasmania the charges to be those mentioned above, with 
cable charges of £d. per word added. 

Press Telegrams.-- JVithin any State— Not exceeding twenty-five words, 6d. ; exceeding 
twenty-five but not exceeding fifty words, 9d. ; exceeding fifty but not exceeding one hundred 
words, Is. (id.; every additional fifty words, (id. Interstate— i.e., from any one State to any 
other State— Not exceeding twenty five words. Is. ; exceeding twenty-five but not exceeding 
fifty words, Is. (id.; exceeding fifty but not exceeding one hundred words, 3s., every addi- 
tional fifty words or portion of fifty words, Is. Within the Commonwealth.— Relating to 
Parliamentary, Executive, Departmental, and other Commonwealth Proceedings as may be 
prescribed— Not exceeding twenty-five words. Is. ; exceeding twenty-five but not exceeding 
one hundred words, Is. (id.; every additional fifty words or portion' of fifty words, 6d. 

On telegrams from and to Tasmania the charges to be those mentioned above with cable 
charges added, which are as follows:— Ten words or under, Is.; each additional word up 
to 17, Id. extra ; over 17, and up to 100 words, 2s. ; each additional 50, or portion thereof, 
Is. extra. 

New Zealand — Ordinary : For each word (address and signature counted), 4Jd. 
Government : For each word (address and signature counted), 3»d. Cable rate only : For each 
word (address and signature counted), 2d Press : First ten words or under Is. plus cable 
charge of Id. per word; each additional up to 33 worcls, id. per word plus ' cable charge; 
over 33 words and up to 100 words, 2s. plus cable charge; each additional 50 words, Is. plus 
cable charge; each additional 100 words. Is. Gd. plus cable charge. This business is done 
under the International Regulations. 

i • NEW > p. AI ' Fno **!A— Between all stations in Queensland and all stations in New Cale- 
donia— Ordinary : For each word, 9d. Press: For each word, iid. Addresses and signatures 
counted. " 

Double the prescribed rates shall be charged on telegrams (Press telegrams excepted) 
tendered for transmission on Sunday, Christinas Bay, and Good Friday; and on other days 
between 8 p.m. and 9 a.m., local time, for transmission to offices where business is trans- 
acted during Ihose hours. 

Telegrams tendered for transmission must be written in a legible manner, in plain lan- 
guage, and when practicable on the proper form, and the address must contain all informa- 
tion necessary to avoid delay and insure delivery. The signature of the sender need not be 
transmitted, or a telegram may have an abbreviated signature known to the receiver, but 
the correct signature of the sender must appear on the back of each, telegram as a guarantee 
of its authenticity, and as subscribing to the conditions under which it is transmitted. In 
the text amounts or numbers must be written in words only. 

The charges must be prepaid by means of postage stamps, which may be obtained at 
any Post or Telegraph or Telephone Office. The public must affix the stamps to the telegram 
forms, and the officer to whom the telegrams are handed for transmission must cancel the 
stamps in the presence of the person from whom such telegrams are received. 

Books of " unstamped" telegraph forms may be obtained, on giving timely notice, at 
any Telegraph or Telpphone Office at a cost of Is. per book of 100 forms. 

Words which are habitually written as one word or coupled by hyphens shall be 
counted as one word, and those which are written without any hyphen, as two or three, 
as the case may be. Thus, O'Neil and O'Connell must be counted as one word; King of 
the Ring (name* of racehorse) four words; Sir Joshua (name of racehorse) two words; City 
of Adelaide (name of ship) three words. 

The prefix " St." must, however, be reckoned as part of a word, thus St. Kilda, 
St. James, St. Arnaud, shall be counted as one word each. 

A multiple telegram may be addressed, either to several persons in the same locality 
fir in different localities, but served bv the same telegraph office, or to the same person 
at several addresses in the same locality, and shall be charged for as a single telegram 
with a further charge of half-rate for each copy after the first; the minimum charge tor 
each copy shall be (id. This regulation shall not apply to "Press" Telegrams. 

Telegrams marked " Collect," addressed to places within the Commonwealth, may be 
accented onlv' when the sender is known to the officer in charge, and signs an undertaking 
on a printed form provided for the purpose, that in trie event of the addressee refusing to 
pay the charges for the telegram, he or she will be responsible for the payment of the 
amount, and the cost of the telegram of advice of the non-payment by the addressee. The 
word "Collect" must appear in the preamble of the telegram, and be charged for. 

The cost of a reply may be prepaid, and a reply-form shall then be delivered to the 
addressee, who shall be at liberty to send a telegram of the value prepaid, from any tele- 
graph office within the State. A reply-form need not necessarily be used for a reply, but 
may be used to prepay or partly prepay any single telegram for transmission to any place 
within the Commonwealth, within three months from the date of issue. 

Telegrams posted at a post office (which is no-t* a telegraph or telephone office), or in a 
posting receptacle, shall be forwarded by first mail to the nearest telegraph or telephone 
office, and transmitted thence by telegraph or telephone to destination, provided the form 
on which the telegram is written bears unobliterated postage stamps, or is accompanied by 
tiash, sufficient to defray the cost of such transmission, and that it be enclosed in an envelope 
<on which po«tige need not be paid) indorsed " Telegram only," addressed to the officer 
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in charge at the nearest telegraph or telephone office. If the full amount payable for the 
transmission of the telegram be not enclosed, the latter shall be forwarded to its destina- 
tion, but the addressee shall be required to pay, before delivery, the amount Bhort-paid, 
together with the cost of the necessary instructions to the delivering office to collect the 
amount of deficiency. 

Urgent telegrams for transmission to places within the Commonwealth, shall be 
accepted from the public on payment of double the ordinary fee. Such telegrams will be 
transmitted nnd delivered in preference to any other telegram. " Ijrgent " forms and 
•envelopes must be used for " Urgent " telegrams. 

When the sender of an urgent telegram prepays a reply, the officer accepting the tele- 
gram must ascertain if the reply is also to be treated as urgent or as an ordinary telegram, 
and the fact, as the case may be, must be stated in the preamble of the telegram, thus: — 
" Reply paid, urgent rate," or "' Reply paid, ordinary rate." These words must be paid 
for by the sender of the telegram. 

Telegrams shall bo delivered, free of charge, witffin a radius of one mile, and on 
payment of 3d. if beyond one mile and within a radius of 1£ miles from the office of destina- 
tion provided that messengers are attached to that office. If natural obstacles or other 
difficulties intervene, the Department shall not undertake delivery. Beyond the li-mile 
radius delivery expenses shall be chargd. For telegrams to be delivered on shipboard a 
charge for boat hire, if necessary, may be made. 

No receipts from the addressees need be taken upon the delivery of telegrams originating 
in and delivered within the Commonwealth. Should it be necessary to obtain evidence of 
the delivery of a telegram, a receipt therefor, by telegram, may be ordered at the time such 
telegram is lodged for transmission, and shall be telegraphed back to the sender upon 
payment of ordinary telegraph charges, or, if desired, sent by post card on payment of Id. 

Senders of telegrams must invariably give every information they can to the officers 
•of the Department that will facilitate delivery; if the sender omit to do so it is at his 
own risk. When it is found that the place to which a telegram is to be delivered is beyond 
the radius of li miles from the office, and no porterage has been guaranteed or paid, the 
telegram may be posted from the office of receipt. 

Where no messengers are employed telegrams remain at the office until called for. 
Arrangements have been made in many cases for special delivery, at fixed rates, of tele- 
grams for places beyond the limits of free delivery. 

Notices of removal and instructions in writing, respecting the delivery of telegrams at 
hours when the addressee's place of business is closed shall be registered free of charge. 
If no such instructions have been registered, and any additional service is performed in 
-delivering a telegram at a second address in the same town, an extra charge of »><!. shall 
'be made. 

Ordinary telegrams take precedence of press telegrams between the hours of 9 a.m. 
••and 6.30 p.m., and all telegrams received at any one time addressed to the proprietor, 
publisher, or agent of a newspaper for transmission at press rates between the hours named 
may be restricted to 500 words. 

Subscribers to telephone exchanges may transmit by telephone to any telegraph office 
which may be connected with a telephone exchange messages intended to be further trans- 
mitted from the telegraph office to the respective destinations of such messages as telegrams; 
provided they pay the usual cost of such telegrams in addition to the rates for transmission 
through the telephone. 

Any person employed in a telegraph office may refuse to receive or transmit a telegram 
containing blasphemous, indecent, obscene, offensive, or scandalous matter in its contents, 
address, or signature. 

Arrangements may be made to keep any official office open for the transmission of 
telegrams after the ordinary business hours, upon notice being given to the officer in 
charge, at least one hour before the ordinary time of closing, and upon payment of a 
•deposit of 2s. 6d. for the first hour or portion thereof and Is. 6d. for every subsequent hour, 
or portion thereof, during which it is desired the office shall be kept open. All telegrams 
transmitted must be paid for at the usual rates. 

Redirection. — A telegram may, on the written request of the addressee or his agent, 
be redirected and retransmitted from one office to another within the Commonwealth ; 
such telegrams shall, on retransmission, be charged the full rate, which must be paid 
before delivery. 

Repetition of Teleorams. — In order to provide against mistakes in the transmission 
and delivery of telegrams, any telegram may be repeated by being retransmitted from the 
office of delivery to the sender on payment by the latter, at the time of lodgment, of 50 
per cent, in addition to the ordinary rate. In such telegrams the word "repeat" must 
■appear in the preamble of the telegrams and be charged for. 

Rectification of Telegrams.— The receiver of a telegram may have the whole or 
part of it repeated on pavrnent of the cost of the telegram demanding the repetition and 
■of the reply to the same. The sender may also have the whole or any portion of his message 
repeated on payment of the cost of the telegram he forwards and of the reply. 

The money paid for the repetition shall be refunded should such repetition show that 
the error was made m the original telegram, but shall be retained should no error have 
been made; provided, however, that when some words have been correctly, and some 
incorrectly, reproduced in the first telegram, the charge for words in the request for 
repetition, and in the reply relating exclusively to words correctly transmitted originally* 
shall not be refunded. No refund shall be made for words written in a doubtful manner, 
nor shall any claim be entertained for refund of cost of consequential telegram, that is, 
private telegrams which the addressee or sender causes to be sent in connection with an» 
•upposed error in a telegram. 
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TELEPHONE REGULATIONS. 



Applications for connection with the telephone system must be made to the Deputy 
Postmaster-General, Brisbane. 

All telephone lines, instruments, etc., in connection with the telephone system are 
erected and supplied by the Postmaster-General, the cost being: borne by the Government, 
and no persons, except employees of the department are to be allowed to interfere with 
any wires, instruments, etc., under the Department's control. The following; rates will b» 
charged for the use of the lines and of one telephone set complete, in addition to service 
at the respective exchanges, viz.: — 

Per Annum. 

Providing line of half-mile or under, one telephone set complete £ a. d. 
and service at exohange .. .. .. .. .. ..600 

Each additional half-mile of line or fraotion thereof .. .. ..150 

For the foregoing charges all requisite attendance shall be given, and necessary adjust- 
ment, repairs, and renewals of lines, instruments, and batteries effeoted. 

Telephone lines must be rented for not less than one year, or suoh longer period as 
the Deputy Postmaster-General may determine, and {he use of any such line may be 
discontinued after the expiration of that period, or of any subsequent half-year, by the 
subscriber giving one calendar month's previous notice of his intention to discontinue the 
use of such line. 

Rent payablo in respect of any telephone line shall be charged from the date on which 
such line has been connected with the exohange. The first year's rent of any Buch line must 
be paid in advance, the next payment must be (in advance), for the proportion of rent 
payable for the period ending the calendar half-year immediately following the expiration 
of the first year, and thereafter rent must be paid half-yearly in advance: Provided, how- 
ever, that in respeot of lines, the cost of the construction of which will exceed the amount 
payable as rent for the first year, the subscriber may be called upon to pay in advance rent 
for suoh period as will cover the cost of construction of such line. 

Persons occupying offices in the same building may jointly subscribe under the one 
exchange number, on payment (in addition to rental as for one person at the respective 
rates herein net forth) of £.1 per annum for eaoh additional set of instruments fixed in the 
several offices of such joint subscribers, or, if additional instruments be not required, £2 
per annum for each additional name to be inserted in the Telephone Directory. 

If additional instruments be required, the joint subscribers shall provide an attendant 
for their own local switchboard. Switch and bell, or switchboard, may be supplied by the 
Postmaster-General on rental, at the rate of 10s. per annum for switch and bell or per 
numbor on the switchboard. 

Persons jointly occupying the same private resilience may subscribe under the one 
exchange number, on payment (in addition to rental as for one person at the respective 
rates herein set forth) of £1 per annum for each additional name to be inserted in the 
Telephone Directory. 

The annual rental charge for extra apparatus shall be :— Additional telephone instru- 
ments—ordinary, £2; special, including table sets, £2 10s.; if, instead of an ordinary wall 
set, the subscriber wishes to have a table telephone, the rental shall be increased by 10s.; 
for each shutter or jack on a switchboard, 10s. ; intermediate switches or switches used to 
cut off a cirouit from one telephone to another, with magneto bell, per set, 10s. ; magneto 
extension bells, including two-way switch, 5s.; trembling-bell, 3in., with battery, including 
two-way switch, 10s. ; trembling-bell, 5in. with battery, including two-way switch, 15s. 
Special appliances as per agreement. 

Charitable institutions supported wholly or partly by public subscriptions shall be 
charged half the ordinary business rates. 

Public Telephone Bureaux— Call Office Fees.— The call office fee shall be uniformly 
Sd. for a conversation of three minutes, or part of three minutes, whether the call be 
made by subscribers or non-subscribers. 

Telephone Trunk Line Mileages and Charges in Queensland.— Townsville-Charters 
Towers, Is. Cd. for the first three minutes and Is. for eaoh additional three minutes; Bris- 
bane-Ipswich, (3d. and id. ; Maryborough-Howard, 6d. and 4d.; Brisbane-Sandgate, ^6d. and 
4d. ; llockhampton-Mount Morgan, 6d. and 4d. ; Bundaberg-Burnett Heads, 6d. and 4d. ; 
Ipswich-Toowoomba, Is. 2d. and 9d. ; Brisbane-Toowoomba, Is. 6d. and Is.; Maokay-Flat Top, 
fid. and 4d. ; Toowoomba-Warwick, Is. 2d. and 9d. ; Ipswich-Warwick, 2s. 2d. and Is. 5d. ; 
Brisbane-Warwick, 2s. 6d. and Is. 8d. ; Brisbane-Lytton, 6d. and 4d. ; Brisbane-Pile Light, 
fid. and 4d. ; Brisbane-Fisherman's Island, 6d. and 4d. ; Brisbane-Manly, 6d. and 4d. ; Bris- 
bane-Wynnum, 6d. and 4d. ; Brisbane-Wynnum South, 6d. and 4d. 

The period for which a line may be used by any one person shall not exceed six (6) 
minutes in cases where other persons are waiting to use the line. 

Private Telephone Lines Between Houses, Offices, Ac. 

Private telephone lines (special single wire and instruments not connected with any 
exchange) may be provided and maintained between private houses, offices, warehouses, 
mines, factories, or other places on payment of the following rates annually in advance for 
a term of not less than three years, and subject to the same general conditions as lines to 
the Telephone Exchanges i —If within a radius of 20 miles of the capital or other large 
centre, foi each quarter-mile or fraction thereof, radially up to 1 mile, £1 5s. per annum; 
for each additional half-mile or fraction thereof, radially, up to 20 miles, £ 1 5s. ; outside 
20 miles radius, at such rate as may be fixed by the Postmaster-General. Each set of tele- 
phones (magneto). £2. 
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Telephoning of Telegrams. — Subscribers to telephone exchanges may transmit by 
telephone to any telegraph office which may be connected with a telephone exchange mes- 
sages intended to be further transmitted from the telegraph office to the respective destina- 
tions of such messages as telegrams; provided they pay the usual cost of such telegrams 
in addition to the rates for transmission through the telephone. 

Subscribers may also, at their option, have telegrams addressed to them forwarded by 
-telephone from the telegraph office of destination to their telephonic address, provided such 
telegraph office is connected with a telephone exchange; and copies of such telegrams will 
at the same time be posted for delivery to their address, stamped on the face " Transmitted 
by telephone.

Explanation. — The name of the Post Town or Post Office is given ; then its distance and 
bearings from Brisbane (or other town when specially mentioned) ; then whether it is a Money 
Order Office, Telegraph Station, Government Savings Bank, or Railway Station ; name of Post- 
master or Postmistress ; and the day of the departure of the mail from Brisbane. When the 
locality is simply a Telegraph or Railway Station, it will be found indicated by the words " Tel. 
Stn." or "Ry. Stn." Distances are in some cases approximate only. At several of the 
Railway Stations the Station Master acts as Postmaster ; as changes are frequently made the 
names are not given. 

Abbreviations.— N.S.E.W. for the points of the compass ; Tel. Stn. for Telegraph Station ; Ry. 
8tn. for Railway Station ; Mon., Tu., Wed., Th., Fri., Sat. for days of the week ; M.O., Money Order 
Office. 

There is now a daily overland mail to Sydney from Brisbane (except on Saturdays) ; time occupied 
in transit about 28 hours. The mail closes at the General Post Office at 6 a.m., letters can be 

?osted at the Railway Station up to 6.55 a.m., and in- the Travelling Post Office up to 
.10 a.m. by paying late fee of Id. 

The mails for Gympie, Maryborough, Bundaberg, and Mount Perry, and all places en route are 
now carried by train daily except Sunday. The mails to Gladstone and Rockhainpton are also 
carried by rail, leaving Brisbane every Mon., Tues., Wed., and Fri. night at 10 p.m., arriving at 
Gladstone about 12.30 p.m. next day, where they are transhipped to the steamer and carried to Broad- 
mount, and thence by rail to Rockhampton, arriving Tues., Wed., Thurs., and Sat. 

Under the new Northern Mail Contract there are three services, as under : — 

A weekly service between Gladstone and Townsville ; mails leave Brisbane by train on Friday 
night, arriving in Gladstone on Saturday morning, leaving that port at 2 p.m. by steamer calling at 
Mackay and Bowen, arriving at Townsville early on Monday morning, returning on Monday night, 
reaching Brisbane on Thursday morning. 

A weekly service between Townsville and Cairns, via intermediate ports, leaving Townsville 
Monday morning, arriving at Cairns on Tuesday, 10 p.m. 

A weekly service in connection with mails to and from Port Douglas and Cooktown. Mails are 
•carried by steamer leaving Brisbane on Saturday, arriving at Port Douglas on Thursday, 3 p.m. 

Letters for the inland mails can be posted at the General Post Office up to 8 o'clock p.m. In some 
cases when the mails close very early in the morning the previous day is given. 

Travelling post offices are attached to the trains from and to and to and from Brisbane, Too- 
woomba, Wallangarra and Charleville, Brisbane and Gladstone and Rockhampton and Longreach, 
Townsville and Winton. They are in charge of 12 mail officers, who make up mails for the different 
stations on the road. *

It is divided into five wards; has an area 
of 2J square miles ; 6,270 dwellings and business premises ; 52J miles of streets ; and a population 
of 28,953 within the municipal limits, 8,036 outside the municipality, 28,039 in the borough of South 
Brisbane, making a total of 65,028 for the Hrisbane district; within a five-mile radius of the Post 
Office there is an additional population of 43,440, making a total of 108,468 (December 81, 1900).
